Evidence of close ties between 
members of the Mafia, Sicilian 
black-hand society, in Mexico and 
the United States has been uncov- 
ered by the Post-Dispatch in an 
intensive investigation in Tijuana, 
Mexico; Kansas City and St. 
Louis. The information has been 
turned over to the Senate Crime 
Committee. 

A large group of Sicilian and 
American gangsters, including 
Frank Coppola, former St. 
Louisan, made their headquarters 
in a tourist court in Tijuana until 
April 5, when a leading figure in 
the Mafia, Charles Binaggio, was 
murdered in Kansas City. Imme- 
diately after the assassination, the 
group of gangsters hiding in 
Tijuana fled in all directions. 

Coppola, born Francisco Paola 
Coppola and known in St. Louis 
underworld circles in the 1930s 
as Frank Lomonde, was a close 
friend of Binaggio. After Cop- 
pola was deported, first in 1947 
and again in 1949, Binaggio made 
strenuous efforts to get him back 
into this country. 


Ties With Frank Costello. 


Coppola, a little man less than 
5 feet tall, who had been involved 
in a murder in Sicily back in 
1919, had business ties also with 
Frank Costello of New York, 
‘prime minister of the under- 
world” and a leading figure in 
gambling and other Ariminal syn- 
dicate activities. ~ 

On the ciiance that he might 
return to the United States 
legally, Coppola contributed 
$2000 to assist Democratic can- 
didates in Missouri in the 1948 
campaigns. He sent his money 
to Binaggio. After the Demo- 
cratic boss of Kansas City was 
murdered, Coppola boarded a 
plane in Tijuana for Mexico 
City April 24. He has not been 
heard from since. 

Besides Coppola, one of the top 
international figures in the Mafia, 
other gangsters who made their 
headquarters in the Tijuana motor 
court were Carlo Scirctino, An- 
tonio d’Acquisto, Vito Cusenza, 
James Corona, Giacomo Corona, 
Guido Morana—all of Palermo, 
Sicily—Sebastian Gallo, formerly 
of Detroit, and Frank Bompen- 
seiro, tavern owner in San Diego, 
Calif... and former associate of 
Jack Dragna, known as the “Ca- 
pone of Los Angeles.” \ 

Mexican authorities discovered 
the presence of Coppola and his 
associates last February, after 
Anthony (Tony) Lopiparo, St. 
Louis gangster, was arrested near 
the Tijuana motel. He was rid- 
ing in a new Cadillac sedan owned 
by Anthony (Tony) Giardano, 
another St. Louis gangster. The 
automd@bile was registered in the 
name pf Bessie Giardano, 1128 
North Eighth street, St. Louis, 
wife of Joseph Giardano, a brother 
of Tony. 

Lopiparo told Mexican police, 
he was in the slot machine busi-) 
ness in St. Louis and was in 
Mexico on business. He said he. 
and Tony Giardano operate the 
Anthony Novelty Co., 1528 Olive 
street, St. Louis.

The Anthony Novelty Co. was 
incorporated April 21, 1947, with 
John W. Joynt, former circuit 
judge, designated as registered 
agent. The first address of the 
company was 401 Shell building, 
Jovnt's office.

MacArthur Communique 


Says Advance Elements 
of North Koreans Were 


Unable to Hold Gains 
in Key Sector. 


TOKYO, (Sunday), July 2 (AP) 
—Stalled in a bold bid to seize 
Suwon, the North Korean Com- 
munists were reported today by 
Gen. MacArthur’s headquarters to 
be massed 10 miles north of that 
South Korean town and its key 
airstrip. 

This was a reversal of earlier 
reports from temporary head- 
quarters of the South Korean 
government and of the American 
field headquarters in South 
Korea, that the Reds had seized 
Suwon and the airstrip and that 
South Korea defense had virtual- 
ly collapsed. 

B-29s Bomb Bridges. 


American B-29 Superforts used 
radar to penetrate the murk and 
rain to bomb makeshift bridges 
the invaders have thrown across 
the broad Han river, 23 miles 
north of Suwon. The Air Force 
intent obviously was to check the 
Reds until American ground 
power could make itself felt. 

Earlier reports direct from Ko- 
rea, given full credence in Tokyo 
and Washington, said the North 
Korean armored invdders had 
taken Suwon and were spearing 
southward against a South Ko- 
rean defense that had virtually 
collapsed. 

MacArthur’s headquarters com- 
munique, issued shortly after 
midnight Sunday morning, gave 
a different, though somewhat 
qualified account. 

“North Korean Communist 
troops that have crossed the Han 
river in the vicinity of Seoul are 
now concentrated about 10 miles 
north of Suwon,” said the com- 
munique. 

“Late reports indicate Suwon 
itself and the Suwon airport are 
being held by South ee 
forces. 

“The Suwon area was ‘pene- 
trated by advance elements, of 
the Communist forces on the 
night of June 30 (Friday) but ap- 
parently not in sufficient force to 
hold their gains.” 

Increase in Activity. 


The communique added that 
“there was some increase in 
enemy activity south of the Han 
river, but not much.” 

Official use of such words as 
“indicate” and “apparently” 
showed that the exact situation 
on the most urgent Korean front 
still was hazy.

Battle-clad young infantrymen, 
looking tough but cheerful, filed 
off the train and climbed into 
trucks which roared north under 
clear skies but over roads and 
bridges flooded by yesterday's 
heavy rains. 

A crowd of cheering South 
Koreans greeted the vanguard of 
the American troops, flown to 
Korea from Japan for battle 
against the Northern Communist 
invaders. 

Arrival Boosts Morale. 

The sight of the soliders and 
their modern war equipment was 
a tremendous morale booster for 
the South Korean people and the 
Army, who had witnessed two 
American withdrawals before the 
invaders in the week-old war. 

They came at a time when a 
no-man’s land of ebout 80 miles 
exists between Taejon and the 
North Koréan lines at the Han 
river south of Seoul. 

The Americans will take up ad- 
vanced positions as rapidly as 
they can be trucked north and 
formed for battle. They are not 
expected to go into action for a 
iday or two. Their modern weap- 
ons were expected to stiffen the 
resistance of the South Korean 
army which is now virtually de- 
nuded of heavyon weapons.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill. July 1 
(UP)—Tony Marino's long fight 
for freedom has. been ended by 
action of the Illinois Pardon Board 
which clears the way for his pa- 
role, it was learned today. 

The State Division of Correc- 
tion said that the Pardon Board 
has approved Marino's request 
for parole. The parole will be 
effective in the near future—as 
soon aS Marino meets the neces- 
Sary requirements of having a 
job and a home on the outside 
“free from criminal contacts.” 
Probably the order will only clear 
the way for his deportation to 
Italy, 

Marino, who was convicted by 
the Winnebago County Circuit 
Court in 1925 for the killing of a 
77-year-old janitor in an _ at- 
tempted holdup, has been waging 
a long fight for freedom. 

The United States Supreme 
Court, im reviewing his case in 
1948, ruled that Marino was de- 
nied his rights to due process of 
law and censured Illinois criminal 
justice as a “legal merry-go- 
round.” 

Though Marino's case later was 
review by LUlinois courts, he 
was denied his freedom. But his 
case led to adoption of a “post 
conviction” or “Marino” law by 
the Illinois legislature, to provide 
for the review of the cases of 
prisoners who claimed they were 
denied due+process of law. 

Marino, an Italian immigrant 
who could not speak English at 
the time of his trial in 1925, made 
his latest move for freedom in 
April. He asked the pardon board 
for a parole and told them he 
would like to return to Italy. 

He said his parents were in 
need of support, and he would 
like to return there to help them. 

The Pardon Board, in granting 
his request, attached to the order 
a notation that immigration of- 
ficials in Chicago should be noti- 
fied prior to his release. Before 
Marino can be freed, he must. 
Satisfy officials that he has a 
home free from criminal connec- 
tions and a job on the outside.

View Korean Crisis: Hope General 


That U.S. Action Has Averted War 


Germans Are Frightened, but Remain Calm 


— Austria Has Growing’ Confidence in 


America—Turks Praise Decision of Wash- 


ington as Effective for Peace.

“Does the fighting in Korea mean war for us?” 

The question went around the world last week. It reached 
every continent. It hit home, especially, in the areas nearest the 
Soviet sphere. In that sweep of territory, from Scandinavia down to 
the Equator and up to Alaska, there was the sense of being too 
close to a burning building. 


Did the fighting mean World 
War III? 

There was no answer, of course; 
there were too many secrets be- 
neath the onion-domed towers of 
Moscow. There was only the 
hope, in most places, that the fire 
department, sponsored by the 
Unit:d Nations and guided by the 
United States, had arrived in 
time to save the burning building. 

Associated Press correspond- 
ents found this hope mixed with 
fear in the areas rubbing shoul- 
ders with Russia and its satellites. 
The United States, taking the lead 
in assisting South Korea, certain- 
ly had raised the confidence of 
many small nations. But there 
was still the question, in many 
minds, whether a Russian bluff 
had been called and a general 
war avoided. 

The survey showed that opinion 
Zeneraliy applauded President 
Truman's action, even in Commu- 
nist Yugoslavia and other lands 
where the Governments are try- 
ing to keep a position of official 
neutrality in the Korean case. 

Washington officials kept an 
unusually sharp eye on _ intelli- 
gence reports from the “rim” 
countries on troor moverrents 
and maneuvers. Conditions at 
this time of the year are most 
favorable for actual military op- 
erations or the usual training 
exercises.

The United States threw land, air and sea 
forces into Korea to turn back an attack by 


the Soviet-puppet regime in the northern) 
part of the country upon the free Republic in | 


the south, and there was every indication that 
America would employ whatever forms and 
degrees of further force might prove neces- 
sary to accomplish its purpose. 

The possibility cannot be excluded that 
this country might, in the end, even use 
the atomic bomb. 


Simultaneously with the intervention in 
Korea, President Truman also ordered action 
at three other danger points in the Far East: 
The Philippines, Formosa and Indochina. 

1. He directed the Seventh United States 
Fleet to prevent any attack by Chinese Com- 
munists on the Nationalist island stronghold 
of Formosa. To minimize the danger of con- 
flict. in and around Formosa, Truman also 
called upon the Chinese Nationalists to 
“cease all air and sea operations against the 
mainland,” in the words of a formal presi- 
dential statement given out at the White 
House Tuesday 

2. The President further directed that “the 
United States forces in the Philippines be 
strengthéned and that military assistance to 
the Philippine Government be accelerated,” 
Tuesday's statement disclosed. 

3. Truman similarly directed “acceleration 
in the furnishing of military assistance to the 
forces of France and the associated states in 
Indochina and the dispatch of a military mis- 
sion to provide close working relations with 
those forces.” 

The initial orders for intervention in 
Korea, revealed on Tuesday, called for the 
use of only sea and air forces, and for their 
employment only below the Thirty-eighth 
Parallel, the frontier between the North and 
South, Originally, the President and his ad- 
visers hoped that such limited American in- 
tervention would suffice to defeat the invad- 
ing Communist forces and drive them back. 
By Thursday, however, it had become appar- 
ent that this limited action probably would 
not be enough, and Trumat accordingly 
ordered more drastic measures adopted. 

“The President announced that he had au- 
thorized the United States Air Force to con- 


duct military missions on specific military 
targets in northern Korea wherever mili- | 
tarily necessary, and had ordered a naval 
blockade of the entire Korean coast,” a. 
formal statement issued Friday said. ‘“Gen- 
eral MacArthur has been authorized to use 
certain supporting ground units.” 

The United States has a military alliance 
with the Philippines which obligates “this 
country to go to the Filipinos’ aid if they are 
attacked. America is not, however, formally 
bound to defend Korea—or Formosa or Indo- 
china—except insofar as it is obligated by 
the U.N. Charter as all other members are. 
The fact that the United States has resorted 
to force to defend South Korea thus raises 


the question whether this country might act | 
similarly against aggression anywhere else in| 
the future. 


Possible Dangers to U.S. 
Involved in Korean Crisis. 


A world war might grow out of,the present | 
crisis in either one of two ways: 

First, the Soviets might go to war delib- | 
erately and openly, either in Korea or | 
elsewhere, and either with or without a 
formal declaration. 


The best judgment here still is that the | 


Soviets Go not want a major war, and that 
they will do nothing they think will cause 
one. Moscow expected its North Korean 
stooges to over-run South Korea so swiftly 
that the rest of the world would be neither | 
able nor willing to do anything about it, in 
this view. 

But there is no guarantee that this judg- 
ment is correct. War is still possible, in 
the second place, even if the Soviets don't 
want it, and even if they try te avoid it, 
for they can miscalculate. 

Thus they might intervene on a larger and 
larger scale in the Korean conflict, without 
meaning to become involved in a major war, 
and this process could cause the hostilities to 
intensify and spread beyond anybody's ability 
to control them. 

A Communist victory in a purely local con- 
flict in Korea would be a major misfortune 
for the United States and’the whole free 
world. The South Koreans might be de- 
feated in spite of all the help the free world 
can give them, and such a defeat could make 
it appear that the free world is too weak to 
save its members and its proteges even when 
it tries to do so. 

Or the Soviets might use the Korean con- 
flict as a trap to draw in the greatest possible 
American and Allied forces, and then strike 
with overwhelming power somewhere else 
where the free world would have no means 
of opposing the Communists effectively.

In view of these dangers, why has the | 
United States intervened in the Far East? 

It has done so because President Tru- 
man’ and his advisers unanimously agreed 
that a “do nothing” policy of continued 
inaction would bé even more perilous than 
a policy of intervention. 

If a major war comes, it will be because 
the Soviets want it to come, and if they do . 
want a war there will be one regardless of 
what the United States does or does not 
do, official Washington believes. 

American weakness would encourage the 
Soviets to want war, in this view. Ameri- 
ca’s armed intervention, on the other hand, 
will give the Soviets pause. | 
Inaction in Korea—and elsewhere—would | 

convince the Kremlin that it could safely in- | 
dulge iin further conquests in still other areas. | 
These further aggressions would, moreover, 
strengthen the Soviets by the addition of 
land, peoples and resources to Moscow’s al- 
ready dangerously swollen power. 

By the same token, new Soviet conquests 
would subtract from the strength of the free 
world. Weaker members of that world might 
very probably go over to the Soviet side in 
much haste, if they thought the United States 
was unable or unwilling to oppose the Soviets 
effectively. 

“If we hadn't acted, the Chinese Commu- 
nists could have taken Formosa by merely 
sending a boy across from the mainland in a 
rowboat to accept a surrender,” one of this 
country’s wisest and wittiest diplomats said 
here this week. “At most, all the boy would 
have needed, besides the rowboat, would have 
been a couple of silver bullets.” 

Thus in the end America would have had 
to fight Russia under worse circumstances 
than those which prevail now—or might even 
be so weak and isolated that it would not be 
able to fight at all. 


Moral, Legal Considerations 
Required American Intervention. 


Moral and “legal” considerations also re- 
quired that the United States intervene in 
East Asia, in the official view.

HE invasion of the Republic of Korea 
by the Russian-trained Communists re- 
veals, among other things, that Joseph 
Stalin and his associated strategists are fall- 
ing into a rut—a rut trod at first with suc- 
cess, later with failure, by those pioneers in 
aggression, the Messrs. Hitler, Mussolini and 
Tojo. 

The rut is as easily discernible as auto- 
mobile tire marks on a muddy road. The 
rut system of military strategy calls for 
all border crossings, all surprise attacks on 
land, at sea and in the air, to get under 
way over the weekend. The idea is that 
pagan warlords, no respecters of the Sab- 
bath, thereby derive some advantage over 
the decadent people of the Occidental de- 
mocracies who are preSumed to spend their 
weekends going to church, drinking whis- 
kies, and playing golf, /tennis, cricket and 
horseshoes. 

Since the Stalinists do not play, except 
at war and peace, they would seem to have 
an advantage over those old-fashioned folk 
who have believed that wars were won on 
the playing fields of Eton—or the campuses 
of West Point and Annapolis. Still, the 
Stalinists may be lacking in imagination, as 
indicated by the fact that the Korean of- 
fensive was launched over a weekend in the 
manner made so tiresome and obvious by 
the Hitler-Musso-Tejo axis. 

Americans will stand for just so much; 
like the British they do not like to have 
their weekends disturbed by senseless mil- 
itarism—nor any other part of the week 
for that matter! 

(The Korean invasion last Sunday caught 
President Truman weekending at Independ- 
ence, Mo., and Secretary of State AcHeson 
on his farm outside Washington.

The country would be freed and “in due 
course” would become independent, the 
United States, Britain and China promised in 
the Cairo declaration of December 1, 1943. 

At the Yalta conference, the Soviets sub- 
scribed to this pledge, and the United States, 
Britain, the Soviets—and, later, China— 
agreed that a five-year trusteeship under 
these four powers would be set up to help 
the Koreans organize and administer their 
country after the war.

University) was taken prisoner in Belvidere 
Palace. And Hitler, a bastard

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Intelligence Flaws

HE “tactical surprise” by the Northern 
T korean Communists demonstrated that 

the best national security intelligence is 
without value unless it is made the basis of 
policy decisions and actions. 

Failure of the Defense Establishment, the 
State Department and the Korean Republic 
to act on the increasingly ominous reports of 
the Central Intelligence Agency during the 
past 12 months that the Communists had the 
“capabilities” to overrun South Korea indi- 
cate there are still fundamental flaws in the 
American intelligence organization and

The Soviets refused from the outset to co- 
operate. They sealed off North Korea at the 
Thirty-eighth Parallel and speedily set about 
creating a typical Communist satellite re- 
gime in their zone. 

Washington tried for more than two years 
to induce Moscow to carry out its promises, 
but to no avail. Finally, in November 1947, 
the United States, despite Soviet objections, 
laid the Korean problem before the U.N. 


The U.N. set up a commission to study 
the problem and make recommendations 
for dealing with it, but the Soviets sav- 
agely opposed this action, too, and they 
boycotted: the commission, refusing to al- 
low it to set foot on North Korean soil. 


After months of vain efforts to persuade 
Moscow and its satellite regime in North 
Korea to co-operate, the U.N. in the end was 
forced to act without the Communists. [ft 
recommended that national elections be held 
and a national government established, after 
which both the United States and Russia 
should withdraw their troops. The U.N. 
Commission was instructed to supervise these 
processes in whatever areas were open to it— 
which, in fact, meant only South Korea. 


The United States accepted and carried out 
the U.N, recommendations. Elections took 
place in the American zone on May 23, 1948, 
a republic was proclaimed in Seoul on Aug. 
15 of that year, and the last American forces 
sailed from Inchon Harbor June 29, 1949. 

The world is dependent on the unsup- 
ported avowals of the Kremlin for knowledge 
of what has happened north of the Thirty- 
eighth Parallel since 1945. According to 
these statements, a “free” government was 
set up in North Korea at about the same time 
the republic in the south was proclaimed, and 
the Red Army withdrew its last*forces from 
the north on Christmas day 1948. 

Nobody in Washington is absolutely sure 
whether or not the Soviets really withdrew 
all their forces—or how far—or whether 
these forces “stayed withdrawn.” 

Events have now convincingly demon- 
strated, however, what officials here have 
long believed to be the case: Whereas the 
republic of South Korea has only a constabu- 
lary force, the North Koreans have been 
more handsomely endowed by their comrades 
and sponsors in the Kremlin. 
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shake us.” 

It was on a Sunday in October, 1938, that 
Hitler’s peace-loving aggressors occupied the 
Sudetenland that had belonged to Czecho- 
slovakia. There was no real surprise there 
for the Chamberlain-Daladier-Hitler-Mussoli- 
ni deal at Munich had arranged for the mur- 
der to be peaceful. 

With all these precedents for catching dem-

Friday, Sept. 1, 1939. Addressing a special 
session of his puppet Reichstag, Hitler de- 
clared Germany was prepared to meet “bomb 
with bomb” to settle its argument with Po- 
land. Even as he spoke, his hordes were 
seizing Danzig and invading and bombing 
Poland. 

Hitler’s action caught Paris by surprise 
on a sunny morning when newspapers were 
proclaiming that “French and British firm- 
ness can still save peace.” 

Having learned something from previous 
weekend naps, the British were awake this 
time. At an emergency session of Parlia- 
ment, Prime Minister Chamberlain, worsted 
by Hitler at Berchtesgaden, Godesburg and 
Munich, revealed that Britain and France had 
given Hitler’s Germany a final warning—if 
Germany did not cease aggression and with- 
draw from Poland, Britain and France would 
prove faithful to their treaty obligations to 
assist Poland. 

To Hitler this was just another weekend 
gamble. He had got away with so much in 
the past he couldn't resist gambling again.

As President Truman pointed out in his 
Tuesday statement the Korean Government 
forces “‘were armed to prevent border raids 
and to preserve internal security.” The in- 
vasion, he said, made it “plain beyond all 
doubt that Communism has passed beyond 
the use of subversion to conquer independent 
nations and now will use armed invasion and 
war.” 

Easy to Argue From Hindsight - 
That South Koreans Needed Arms. 


This change in Communist strategy re- 
quired a change in American Policy. It is, 
of course, hindsight to argue that American 
intelligence should have known the exact 
time the Communists would change their 
strategy. Had such information been at hand, 
the Korean Army -would not have been a 
mere constabulary force but would have been 
armed with air-power and anti-tank weapons. 
And had this been possible, the Keds would 
have insisted that the South Koreans were 
planning an invasion to the North. 

It is impossible to determine why the 
latest C.I.A. estimates were not acted on 
even though not much could have been 
done. The most logical explanation, for 
which there is considerable evidence, is 
that the C.I.A. was also reporting on other 
danger spots, such as Formosa, the Philip- 
pines, Iran, Indochina and Yugoslavia. 

The National Security Council, which 
must view the whole world and not only 
one region, had to consider the possible 
needs of these other powder-kegs in rela- 
tion to Korea. 

The global aspects of American strategy 
and policy necessarily have put an un- 
precedented strain on American intelli- 
gence and emphasize the need for highly 
trained career men and women in this Gov- 
ernment service. 

Speaking at the graduation exercises at the 
National War College this week, General 
Bradley, chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, said that the collection of intelligence 
was “the front line in peace as well as war.” 
He continued: 

“The eternal struggle of intelligence—find- 
ing out what the enemy can do and what he 
intends to do—is now more exacting because

Not Developed Over Centuries.’ 
“In the United States, where the art of 


economic, politicajjand military intelligence 


has not been developed over the centuries, 
we are building an over-all intelligence agency 
which combines the efforts of the several 
gatherers of information. Success in this field 
will require great and generous men, both 
civilian and military, who are willing to de- 
vote their lives to the important job of 
gathering information for security.” 

General Bradley’s words clearly implied 
that success had not yet been attained. 

In speaking about the “front line of de- 
fense” he was using a thought first pub- 
licized by the Hoover Commission's task force 
committee on “national security organiza- 
tion,” which said: 

“Intelligence is the first line of defense in 
the atomic age. Recognition of its pre- 
eminent role in defense planning was given 
in the National Security Act by creation of 
the Central Ihtelligence Agency directly un- 
der the National Security Council to co-ordi- 
nate intelligence activities of the Govern- 
ment and to collect, correlate and evaluate 
intelligence. The relationships of this agency 
to some of the other intelligence agencies 
of Government—notably to G-2 of the Army, 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, the 
Atomic Energy Commission and the State 
Department have been and still are unsatis- 
factory. But even more important, the Com- 
mittee is convinced that too many disparate 
intelligence estimates have been made by the 
individual departmental intelligence services; 
that these separate estimates have often been 
subjective and biased, that the capabilities of 
potential enemies have frequently been in- 
terpreted as their intentions, and that a 
more comprehensive collection system, better 
co-ordination and more mature and experi- 
enced evaluation are imperative. 

“The Central Intelligence Agency is 
sound in principle, but improvement is 
needed in practice. It is not now properly 
organized. A serious deficiency is the lack 
of an adequate top-level evaluation board 
er section, whose duties are confined solely 
jo the evaluation of intelligence, with no 
responsibilities for general policy or ad- 
ministrative matters. 


“Coequal improvement in G-2, FBI, ONI, 
State Department and other Government in- 
telligence services is also essential. Above

After Seven Days 


In only a week, Independence day 1950 has 
taken on an entirely different emphasis, not to 
say significance. 

Seven days ago, July 4 was to be the climax 
of an extra vacation for millions of workers 
and their families. Now, as the nation’s birth- 
day approaches, Americans are being killed and 
wounded in battle halfway around the globe. 


Communist military aggression, over the 
thirty-eighth parallel into South Korea, has 
made the difference. And the change, let no 
one doubt, has registered profoundly on the 
American people. They may still go on picnics 
and outings, but they know that there is no 
picnic around the Suwon airbase. They know 
that those bombing missions over Seoul are not 
outings in any sense of the word. 

After seven days the country can be proud of 
its record. Without the slightest provocation, 
the Communists of Northern Korea ran their 
tanks over the agreement of the nations of 
the world at UN. There was no incident, no 
spark, no move inviting retaliatfon. Secretary 
of State Acheson used the best word to describe 
the invasion. It was naked aggression. 

At first the President wisely counseled against 
hysterical conclusions based on inadequate re- 
ports. Then as the grim facts took form, he 
acted firmly and courageously for the United 
States as a member of UN. He ordered Ameri- 
can air and naval forces to Korea, not on be- 
half of the United States, but to support the 
international custodian of world peace, created 
even before the conclusion of World War II. 

The hope that use of American ground troops 
could be avoided did not last long. After all 
armed forces are armed forces. If foot soldiers 
are needed as well as flyers and seamen, then 
there is no choice but to send them in. 

A harder question was whether our bombing 
missions should cross the UN’s boundary line. 
Everyone who wants peace in the world will 
wish that. it might have been possible to oppose 
the Red invaders only on: ground where they 
were trespassers. But any such limitation on 
military action might have assured a long and 
bitter struggle, with the loss of many American 
lives for that reason alone. 

India’s welcome stand against the aggressors 
proves how important it is for the United States 
to give careful attention to points which Asiatic 
peoples regard as important, including such a 
matter as requesting Chiang to stop his raids 
on the Chinese mainland at this time. Gen. Mac- 
Arthur, and his air commander, Lt. Gen. Strate- 
meyer, will serve the cause of world peace, as 
well as our prestige in the Orient, if they 
scrupulously confine raids north of the thirty- 
eighth parallel to troop points, supply dumps 
and other clear military objectives. 

As former President Hoover said in his states- 
manly announcement of full support: there 
is only one way out of such situations and that 
is to win. But let us win so that we can make 
good on this second great opportunity in the 
Orient. The record is clean now. We can be 
victors in the larger struggle in Asia if we keep 
our record fair. 

The Russian note, for all its bombast and 
attendant propaganda, gives no sign of outward 
support of the violators of the UN agreement. 
Therefore, time is of the essence. The faster 
the free forces of the world move, the less likeli- 
hood there is that the fighting will spread. Seven 
days after its outbreak, the contagious disease 
of war in Korea is still under effective quaran- 
tine. 

May it be stamped out where it broke out! 
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Which Will It Be? 

The Board of Aldermen will be confronted 
with a clear choice tomorrow. The Aldermen 
can fulfill their responsibilities to the citizens 
they represent. Or they can vote against the 
public welfare in order to feather political nests. 

For tomorrow the Aldermen decide whether 
the new City Charter is to be submitted to the 
people on primary day, Aug. 1. If that is the 
date they select, they will have bowed to the 
politicians who hope to continue St. Lbduis’ 
clumsy and extravagant government, ‘at public 
expense. They will have done their best to 
defeat the charter. 

If, on the other hand, they select the day of 
the November general election, they will have 
voted in the interests of the people. In Novem- 
ber, many more citizens will vote than in August. 


‘By November, there will have been opportunity 


for a widespread educational campaign to ac- 
quaint the people with the charter’s potential 
benefits.

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Double Denial In Education 


Superintendent of Instruction Philip J. Hickey 
has given St. Louisans a practical lesson in the 
cost of racial discrimination to the white resi- 
dents of this area. Rather than obey a court 
order either to’ admit two Negro students to a 
course in aeromechanics at Hadley Technical 


School, or to establish a comparable course for 


Negroes, Mr. Hickey simply canceled the course 
altogether. 

Actually, he had little choice in the matter. 
He would have violated the official public policy 
of St. Lonis and Missoyri if he had admitted 
the Negroes to Hadley. Yet the School Board 
cannot afford the $150,000 cost of establishing 
facilities for a comparable course at Washington 
School. 

So St. Louis now finds itself in the doubly 
absurd and disgraceful position of denying an 
opportunity for education not only to Negroes 
but to whites as well. And 47 white students— 
as well as at least two potential Negro students 
y-are. left without a chance to learn one of the 
basic technical subjects of the modern age. 

There must be many another course at Hadley, 
and other schools, which could be closed down 
by similar means. Do the white residents of 
St. Louis prefer to throw away their own oppor- 


tunities for education, simply to weasel out of 
obeying the clear injunction of the courts and 
the United States Constitution. Of would they 
rather take steps to see that the public policy 
of the city and state are changed to conform to 
the dictates of reason? 
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Propaganda at Taxpayers’ Expense 


The Committee for Constitutional Government 
sent out at least eight to 10 million pieces of 
anti-Fair Deal propaganda under congressional 
frank in less than four years. 

This was admitted by Dr. Edward A. Rumely, 
executive secretary of the organization, to the 
House committee which is investigating lobbying 
activities, and which has threatened to cite Dr. 
Rumely for contempt if he does not disclose the 
names of contributors to his campaigns. 

Perhaps that list ought to be headed by 
Senator Byrd of Virginia, Senator Eastland of 
Mississippi, Representative Gwinn of New York, 
Representative Wint Smith of Kansas and Rep- 
resentative Hoffman of Michigan. Each of these 
has allowed CCG literature to go out under his 
frank. Since all franked mail goes first class, 
the organization saved between $240,000 and 
$300,000 by Dr. Rumely’s own figures. 

In the opinion of Benedict F. FitzGerald Jr., 
counsel to the investigating committee, the fig- 
ure may be considerably larger. He asked 
Dr. Rumely if the correct number of mailings 
might not be 40 or 50 millions. 

Be that as it may, it is ironic that a group 
which screams about Government extravagance 
should be able to forget its principles so easily 
for a chance to save a f€w hundred thousand 
dollars at the taxpayers’ expense. And it is 


equally regrettable that members of Congress 


should bring their official integrity into question 
for the sake of helping out a pressure group, 
even if they do personally agree with its ob- 
jectives. 
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France’s Ferris Wheel 
The French political Ferris wheel has stopped 
again with Henri Queuille on top. After the 
wheel had turned leisurely for a week, this 
former Premier was tapped again to try to 


‘form a new cabinet. Presumably, most of the 


same political leaders will keep their seats, with 
the only important changes in their positions. 

But, as has been the case in each of France’s 
many cabinet crises since the war, again there 
is doubt whether he will be able to form a 
cabinet the National Assembly will approve. 
And again there is certainty that even if he 
can form a cabinet, he will be compelled to 
govern with the support of only a shaky coalition 
divided over the question of workers’ wages. 

Apparently nothing is more applicable to 
French politics than the French maxim: plus 
ca change, plus c’est la meme chose. The 
more it changes, the more it’s the same thing. 

But with the Communist far left and the 
Gaullist far right each still waiting for an op- 
portunity to pounce, a continuation of France’s 
moderate coalition would be good news for the 
free world. The Kremlin’s imperialists are 
testing their wings. A France without a demo- 
cratic government saps the strength of the 
West at a critical time.

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Victory Over Racketeers 


Attorney General Elliott of Illinois has won a 
notable victory against commercialized gambling 
in his state. This is the decision by Appellate 
Court at Chicago which holds that the Illinois 
Liquor Commission may refuse to grant liquor 
licenses for good reasons. It supports Mr. 
Elliott’s stand that.the law authorizes the com- 
mission to investigate applicants for liquor li- 
censes and to refuse permits to those convicted 
of felonies or certain other crimes, to those 
“not of good character and reputation” or other- 
wise ineligible. 

The importance of the ruling is that it puts 
judicial approval on Attorney General Elliott’s 
contention that a liquor dealer or applicant who 
operates gambling rackets and games or permits 
them om his premises may be deprived of his 
liquor license. Indeed, this was the very issue 
in the cases decided by appellate court. Two 
of the applicants had been convicted of gam- 
bling operations and a third allegedly had per- 
mitted them in his place. 

Mr. Elliott’s victory is all the more impressive 
because, in ruling in his favor, the Appellate 
Court reversed the Cook County Superior Court 
which took the position that the holder of a 
local liquor license was automatically entitled to 
a state license without investigation of any 
kind. It is a hard row that Gov. Stevenson 
and Attorney General Elliott are hoeing, but 
they are hoeing it. The millions of decent citi- 
zens of Illinois should appreciate their efforts. 
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Two hundred and twenty-one thousand hogs 
were sold at the National Stock Yards last 
month.

Voltaire as a Security Risk

Bicentenary of Voltaire’s appearance at Prussian court recalls 
sealed warrants devised under Louis XI of France; these con- 
demned allegedly disloyal persons without trial; fear and inform- 
ers dominated nation and philosopher himself went to prison.

The bicentenary of Voltaire’s appear- 
ance at the court of Frederick the Great 
has produced, among other things, some 
reflections on the lettre de cachet of which 
Voltaire was an illustrious victim. A 
lettre de cachet means a sealed warrant, 
used as a device to punish disloyalty or 
nonconformity, and it appears to have 
been invented in the fifteenth century 
days of Louis XI, one of the meanest mon- 
archs ever to occupy the French throne. 


The warrant simply relieved the re- 
cipient of the king’s favor and separated 
him from his job or 
emolument. Louis XI 
considered that a 
trial was a waste of 
time, defense an un- 
necessary form. He 
felt the business of 
state could not wait 
upon procedure, and, 
anyway, the offenses 
that the king had in 
mind were not ju- 
diciable, being mere- 
ly a means of getting 
rid of enemies and 
mere nuisances. 


A person who had 
become persona non 
grata to Louis got a 
lettre. He might have written something 
distasteful, displayed treachery to the 
throne, failed to conform to the customs 
of the court, or omitted to show unques- 
tioning service—or he may simply have 
been suspected of doing one or another 
of these things. It seemed such a con- 
venience fhat all Louis’ successors copied 
it, till it and the monarchy blew up in 
the Revolution. 


In the early days of the lettre de cachet 
only the king could issue one. There was 
the rayal seal, with a countersign by one 
of the ministers; but, as time went on, 
even this was regarded as a rigamarole, 
and the order became simply verbal. 
Whispers led to accusations and then to 
denunciation, whereupon the hapless one 
was through, with nothing to look forward 
to but ostracism from society, if not a 
spell in one of the state prisons. 


But the curious thing is that the lettre 
de cachet bred rather than allayed fear. 
Partly this was because the tyranny cre- 
ated the very thihg it contemplated, partly 
it was due to the fact that fear creates 
more fear. 


Eventually the king could ne longer 
handle the writs himself, and he left the 
business to the officials. Great now be- 
came the competition to pick out and 
name those unfortynate enough to fall 
foul of the ralers at their hangers-on. It 
became every functignary’s duty to rid the 
country of dangerous men, to purify the 
realm. 


The orders they issued sometimes bore 
the royal seal, sometimes not; and in the 
latter case were called lettres de petit ca- 
chet. Every clerk at court, with this silent 
means of the “littlé * aesy «Hi disposed of 


his enemies, paid off old scores. It was 


the heyday of the informer. 


It is recorded that in fear of the fateful 
knock at the door, men denounced their 
fellows, so insuring immunity for them- 
selves by the sacrifice of others. Others 
insured their posts in the public service 
by exposing their betters as what in the 
language of the times were called secu- 
rity risks. 

It was so convenient a corrective that 
families got warrants for protecting their 
family as well as the national honor. At 
a price errant wives or sons or daughters 
could be put away, and Voltaire’s father 
once took out a lettre de cachet against 
his son, though he never used it. 

In the eighteenth century the business 
had developed so rapidly that lettres were 
often issued blank, i.e, without containing 
the name of the person against whom 
they were directed. A vindictive fellow 
could get a supply from a corrupted clerk 
and simply fill in the name of an alleged 
miscreant, and the police would do the 
rest. 

The watchdogs became hounds of the 
chase on the loose. Many statements about 
the system have been left, notably a fa- 
mous book by Mirabeau, who had been 
thrown into prison by his own father who 
had come into possession of one of these 
lettres de cachet. Voltaire got 11 months 
in the Bastille for writing a poem which 
was actually another writer’s handiwork. 


All of this is, of course, part of the 
ancient regime—gone and almost forgot- 
ten. The people, rising in their wrath, 
divested the crown of this and all other 
privileges, though the lettre de cachet 
came back briefly in Napoleon’s' time. 


It was his resurrection of the hated 
warrant that made one of the counts 
against him by the Sénatus-consulte of 
1814, which pronounced him guilty of “vi- 
olating the constitutional laws by the de- 
crees of the state prison.” Then the 
sealed warrant expired, and law and lib- 
erty took its place, requiring an overt act 
and objective proof of it and a trial as 
conditions of punishment. 


The device is regarded in history as 
one of the greatest abuses of power which 
can be visited upon the citizerry. It is the 
theme of many an historical essay in the 
wealth of books on liberty. Our Amer- 
ican institutions were built in the image 
of these writers, Montesquieu, for in- 
stance. Montesquieu wrote his words of 
wisdom on responsible government in the 
very presence of this arbitrary power. 


His successors, however, did not think 
that the-sweeping away of forms consti- 
tuted a revolution. De Tocqueville, look- 
ing sagely at the American experiment, 
shocked the early Americans by saying 
that a “tyranny of the legislature” was 
just as possible under the new as under 
the old regime. 

It is the spirit that counts, and this, we 
are sure, would have been Voltaire’s con- 
clusion as we celebrate this anniversary 
of his. Liberty is the gift of faith, entail- 
ing risks and with them courage.

It 
might, he said, unconsciously mis- 
evaluate its information, if given 
this function. Republican Sena- 
tor Saltonstall of Massachusetts 
complimented Hillenkoetter on 
his attitude and observed the 
C.I.A. should not have policy- 
making powers. 


The’ lack of co-operation with 
ithe C.1A. by the departmental 
intelligence groups is difficult to 
understand.

Hillenkoetter has been in his 
job for three years and President 
Truman at a recent press con- 
ference gave support to reports 
that he would soon be replaced, 
perhaps by Lt. Gen. Walter Be- 
dell Smith, now commander of 
the First Army and former Am- 
bassador to Moscow.

Iran’s 4000 to 5000 gendarmes 
have no easy task. Only a few 
years ago tough tirbesmen swept 
down from the mountains regu- 
larly to raid agricultural settle- 
ments. Highwaymen robbed trav- 
elers. In 1942, after the Allies 
ousted pro-German Reza Shah 
and took over the country, United 
H. Norman 
Schwarzkopf took over command 
of the gendarmerie. He began 
reorganization and modernization. 
Under Premier Ahmad Qavam ‘in 
1946 the force reached a peak of 
22,000 men. 

Since 1948 the Iranians have 
been in full control again. The 
gendarmerie force has _ been 
sharply reduced. Four fifths of 
its personnel went under army 
control last year, leaving fewer 
than 5000. 

Today 15 battalions of gen- 
darmes are spread across Iran’s 
628,000 square miles — an area 
e@iivalent to the United States 
south of New England east of the 
Mississippi. They are under the 
Ministry of Interior and act as 
the Government's enforcement 
arm, serving summonses, making 
arrests, helping with tax collec- 
tions and working with the Army 
to insure security outside the 
cities. 

Iranians say the gendarmes, 
particularly under their present 
command, have come a long way 
toward living down their long- 
time reputation for corruption. 
Most Iranians blame the gen- 
darmes’ past misdeeds on the 
fact that constables, who enlist 
for five years, receive only 1035 
rials—less. than $25—a month. 
Out of that they must pay their 
keep. - 

Both Iranian and American of- 
ficers hope salaries can be raised 
as part of the modernization pro- 
gram, removing the temptation to 
take bribes in order to make a 
living wage.

They have a supply of Russian 
jet and other airplanes, plus 
other military material. 

Mobilizing Shipping. 

The Communists are mobilizing 
most available shipping along the 
East China coast and the lower 
Yangtze river to carry their 
troops to Formosa. This includes 
an estimated more than 5000 
junks capable of carrying 250,000 
men. The Nationalist navy found 
Communist wooden junks far 
harder to sink than steel ships. 
Last month the East China Na- 
tional Seamen’s Union mobilized 
along with China Coast fishermen 
to assist in the invasion. An un- 
known number of steel ships were 
assembled at Hangchow, Shang- 
hai, Tsingtao and elsewhere.

A MURDER iS ANNOUNCED, by 
Agatha Christie.

F you figure an average of

ders per book, and this is 

Agatha Christie's fiftieth mys- 

tery novel, that makes a total 

of about 137.5 murders on her 
conscience. 


What can act as a salve 
to her feelings, however, is the 
fact that the rate of pay per 
murder. probably far excéeds 
anything that Murder Incorpo- 
rated ever dreamed of. And 
also the murders were all com- 
mitted by her indirectly (there 


_ was a villain in every piece). 


Nevertheless, 137.5 is still a lot 
of murders. 


“A Murder Is Announced,” 
Agatha Christie’s golden jubilee 
book, pretty well follows the 
pattern of all her mysteries. 
She uses an unobtrusive cir- 
cumstance on which to hang her 
tale. Little by little the charac- 
ters fall into place, a few leav- 
ing the scene as corpses, and 
finally the person the reader 
least suspects and has grown 
most fond of turns out to have 
“done it.” 

Miss Christie’s charm lies in 
her faithfulness, pretty much, 
to the old-line detective story. 
Her detectives use what her 
fertile brain-child Hercule Poi- 
rot used to refer to as “the 
gray cells.” There is no need 
for violence, sex and coinci- 
dence to solve a crime. All her 
detective needs is a clear head,

sharp eyes and a knowledge of 
human nature. Incidentally, the 
famous Belgian detective, Poi- 
rot, prominent in most of Miss 
Christie’s books, is absent, his 
place being taken by a Miss 
Marple, a female equivalent in 
English tweeds.

Agatha Christie ranks high. 

She has a faculty for get- 
ting straight to her story and 
staying with it to the end, with- 
out throwing in all sorts of ex- 
traneous matter to confuse the 
reader sleuth. In this case, a 
murder is announced in the 
daily gazette of a small English 
town. It takes place on sched- 
ule. 

The characters are _ well- 
drawn and behave very much 
like they are expected to. More- 
over, the villianous heart is 
pretty well camouflaged, but 
logically so. 

At the end of the book, after 
the murderer has been dis- 
closed, the author more or less 
says:. Oh yes, there were a few 
things I forgot to tell you.” And 
she then proceeds to bring the 
reader up to date. Of course, 
if the reader had been told 
these things in their proper 
places, about 125 pages of good

reading time might have been 
saved in solving the crime.

ET another book on ‘‘Ham- 
View The play is a mine of 

unsolved problems, and as 
long a$ it remains one of the 
favorites of the English-speak- 
ing world, men will try to solve 
these problems. Those of us 
who Whow the play, as we think, 
backwards and forwards, and 
believe we have discovered 
most that is to be discovered 
about it, need to be reminded 
that we can never know it quite 
that well. 

It is Mr. Flatter’s belief that 
the dominant force of the play 
is the Ghost of Hamlet's father. 
It is he who informs his son of 
Claudius’s treachery and im- 
poses the task of revenge. It is 
the Ghost who keeps Hamlet in 
the direct line of revenge 
against Claudius when his anger 
turns against Gertrude. 


Mr. Flatter rejects the opinion 
that Hamlet is a weak, vacillat- 
ing character. Hamlet proceeds 
as directly as he can to dis- 
cover the truth, and, discover- 
ing it, acts as soon as possible. 
Mr. Flatter thinks that the 
Ghost has imposed two irrecon- 
cilable tasks on Hamlet: first, 
to avenge his death, and second, 
not to proceed against Ger- 
trude. This is not possible, for 
Gertrude is as guilty, Mr. Flat- 
ter thinks, as Claudius. 


There is much cogent reason- 
ing in this book, which though 
it will not convince everyone, 


will remain an interpretation 
which cannot be ignored by 
Shakespearean scholars. Hamlet 
could not, thinks Mr. Flatter, 
procead against Claudius until 
he was released by Gertrude’s 
death from the poison cup dur- 
ing the duelling scene, from the 
necessity of protecting her from 
public awareness of her crimes. 
Thus, by preparing the poison 
cup for Hamlet, Claudius has 
cleared the way for his own 
death. Hamlet slays him as soon 
as the way is clear. 
ae * 

R. FLATTER is especially 
\) ae in describing the 

staging of the play. He 
knows a great deal about the 
staging of Shakespeare in his 
own day and subsequently he 
is able to use this knowledge 
to clear up some of the more 
puzzling difficulties which the 
text presents. 

No student of “Hamlet” will 
be able to read this book with- 
out altering, at least. to some 
degree, his conception of the 
play and its characters. The 
book deserves a place in every 
Shakespeare collection. For it 
not only sheds new light on the 
play; it also does much to vin- 
dicate it against tnose who feel 
that the play is a badly con- 
structed and melodramatically 
conceived thriller. 

Even if Mr. Flatter is only 
partly right, we are now able 
by his efforts to confirm. our 
conception of the play as an 
integrated work of art.

HIS book represents a re- 
7 freshing departure from 

most books on orchids, in 
that orchids are treated as sub- 
ject to the same physiological 
fundamentals as other plants 
and not as mysterious exotics 
subject only to laws of their 
own. The most useful species 
and hybrids in the major 
genera are briefly described as 
to habitat, culture and special 
features. The general culture 
of orchids from hybridization 
and seed sowing through the 
various seedling stages up to 
the first flowering is discussed 
in an entertaining manner 
without unnecessary frills. 

Although it is doubtful that 
inheritance in orchids is as 
simple as pictured in the chap- 
ter on hybrids, the information 
given relative to Mendelian in- 
heritance in general should be 
of interest to anyone raising 
plants from seed. The discus- 
sion on the naming of hybrids 


in the orchid family, which is 
quite different from that used 
in other plant groups, should 
clear up much of the confusion 
in the minds of would-be or- 
chid buyers. 

The chapter on pests and 
diseases is up-to-date both as to 
description of causative organ- 
isms and methods of control. 
The chapter on how to house 
orchid plants, though brief, 
should prove valuable to anyone 
attempting to raise potted plants 
in the home. The concluding 
chapter on “the care and use 
of cut flowers”. offers useful 
information even to those or- 
chid lovers whose activities are 
restricted to the buying of cut 
flowers from the florist. 

The inclusion of a key by 
means of which amateurs might 
determine the tribe and genus 
of an unknown orchid should 
prove an educatiohal diversion

Baltimore’s advantage seems 
to be that the obstacles there 
are not so forbidding. The club 
there uses a municipal stadium. 
The city officials, if they de- 
sired, could use some pressure 
to make the owners of the Bal- 
timore [nternational League 
club reasonable. This might re- 
duce the cost of the operation, 
which in the case of a Pacific 
Coast League club might run 
as high as $10,000,000 or even 
$15,000,000. 

L. A. McMaster of the Post-

“There ought to be a seventh 
article in the series,” he said. 
*A seventh city, St. Louis, with 
reasons why the club should and 
will stay here.

Pollet, a two-hit pitcher until 
the ninth, gained his eighth vic- 
tory, but when the Pirates filled 
the bases with two down and 
Bopp whacked a two-strike pitch 
for a three-run triple, the St. 
Louis southpaw missed a chance 
of becoming only the fourth left- 
hander to finish what he started 
this season against the Pirates. 
Brazle then retired Earl Turner 
on a game-ending infield 
grounder.

Betting News Source 
Of Race Track Wars. 


ONGRESS is making a seri- 
(ous effort to get at the bot- 

tom of the racing news serv- 
ice business. ... It hopes to 
find out if this multi-million- 
dollar racket is an organized 
gambling syndicate, linked per- 
haps with a national crime 
group of perhaps a billion-dol- 
lar magnitude. ... The country, 
and particularly Missouri, is 
deeply interested in develop- 
ments 

Whatever these may prove to 
be, it is interesting to remem- 
ber that there is nothing new 
- about disturbances arising from 
the dispensing of racing news 
to bookmakers and pool rooms 
throughout the country. 

This writer and other turf 
reporters of the days long be- 
fore the mutuels were operating 
and when the bookmakers’ bet- 
ting ring was the wagering sys- 
tem in vogue at all race tracks, 
recajl that handbooks and pool 
rooms had to be serviced with 
the news direct from the track. 

. This chiefly concerned en- 
tries, jockeys, scratches and 
odds. 

At every race track, individu- 
als (or groups) obtaining the 
exclusive privilege of telegraph- 
ing to pool rooms and hand- 
books the needed betting de- 
tails, paid the race track for 
the privilege. . .. But other 
news services, needing the same 
news for their clients, would 
not stand for being frozen out.

HIS resulted ultimately in 
T signts approaching the mag- 
nitude of gang wars, at 
times, and great grief to the 
race tracks involved. . The 
old Fairground track here had 
its troubles along with the rest. 
. A letter from an old-timer 
(W. E. Wilson, formerly one of 
our better newspaper handicap- 
pers) tells interestingly of one 
experience, first explaining that 
the revenue to the track from 
selling the betting news service 
was no small item in those days. 
.. “It equalled the profits 
from other majer concessions, 
such as the restaurants and the 
bar.” Old Timer comments. 


“The Fairgrounds track in St. 
Louis at one time barred the 
telegraph companies from dis- 
tributing its racing news direct 
fromethe track,” he continues. 

. « “The telegraph company 
then rented a house on the 
opposite side of the _ street 
alongside the backstretch, 
Placed a ‘caller’ and an operator 
on the roof and, with the aid 
of powerful binoculars, sent out 
descriptions from outside the 
track. 

“To combat this move the 
Fairgrounds officials erected a 
trolley which carried a canvas 
some seven feet high. ... It 
ran along the inner rail and 
was ‘bunched’ about 60 yards up 
the stretch. 


“As soon as field (in each 
race) rounded the stretch turn 
the canvas was released and 
thus obscured the last 60 yards 
or so of the finish, making it 
impossible for the man calling 
the race to send out the order 
of the finish.”

HIS sort of plotting and 
T counterpiotting went on at 

many tracks and the devices 
of the bootleg groups trying to 
get the news previously sold ex- 
clusively to a rival news service 
were unique. ...

The Channel Will Be 
Crowded This Year

F all the glamour queens in 

movieland Judy Garland al- 

ways seemed the happiest and 
most wholesome. Whenever you 
saw her on the screen she smiled, 
she danced, she burst forth in 
joyous song. Never was she jilt- 
ed, slapped or murdered like 
other girls. Nothing sordid ever 
happened to Judy. 

Remember her in “The Wizard 
of Oz?” Remember the bug-eyed, 
snub-nosed, slightly plump little 
darling who cavorted up and 
down the milk-fed lanes of a 
never-never land over the rain- 
bow where bluebirds fly? Re- 
member how she sang dreamily 
of troubles that melt like lemon 
drops away above the chimney 
tops? 

Though it seems like only yes- 
terday, it's been 12 years since 
Judy went looking for that won- 
derful wizard of Oz. She never 
found him. And instead of melt- 
ing, her troubles multiplied. 

She made hit after hit and 
earned millions for her studio 
and herself. Off the set she con- 
tinuea to live in the bubble-bath 
atmosphere of her own musical 
extravaganzas. Yet no amount 
of success and luxury cured her 
insomnia, regulated her weight, 
kept her husbands in line and 
smoothed over

Even a chicken crosses 
the road to get to the other 
side, but as much cannot 
be said for the 250 odd in- 
dividuals who have tried to 
swim the strait of Dover in 
the past 75 years. 

There is not even any 
immediate danger involved. 
The only drowning ever re- 
corded in connection with 
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channel swims happened 
ten years ago, and then the 
victim was not a swimmer, 
but the book of records kept 

OF FORTUNE. so carefully by the English 
Channel Swimming Association. The records were kept in 
the basement of a blitzed London building, and firemen 
pouring water on the ruins ruined the records. 

Fame and fortune, sought so avidly by channel swimmers, 
have eluded all but one or two. One of these was Miss Ger- 
trude Ederle, America’s heroine of the ‘twenties who in 1926 
became the first and fastest woman ever to swim the channel. 
The channel helped her to a small fortune in appearance 
money and also helped her lose her hearing forever.

Among the handful of other successful channel 
swimmers was Pierre Cilien, a seal, who swam the 
19-mile route in little more than five hours (a record) 
last_year as a radio program gag. He got an extra fish. 
All in all, 33 persons are officially listed as having 
swum the channel successfully. Others, like Dr. 
George Brewer, elderly London physician who has 
tried 13 times without making it and Egyptian Gov- 
ernment official Fahmy Attallah who gave up last 
year with only 500 yards to go, just keep trying. 


* _ * 

STILL OTHERS HAVE attempted to hoax their way 
across. An American, Capt. Paul Boynton, accepted the per- 
sonal congratulations of Queen Victoria for becoming the 
first man ever to swim the channel] in 1875. It turned out 
later he did it with water wings. 

In 1927, Dr. Dorothy Cochrane Logan, American-born 
niece of a former Supreme Court Justice, said she had beaten 
Miss Ederle’s record of 14 hours and 31 minutes. A few days 
later she admitted she actually made the crossing aboard a 
fishing smack. Her object, she said, was to prove how easily 
a channel swim could be faked. 

The fastest channel-swimming time—10 hours, 48 minutes 
by Venceslas Spacek of Prague in 1926—is not officially 
recognized. Other times have been questioned and one suc- 
cessful channel swimmer, Sgt. Marie Hassen of the Egyptian 
Army, swam the distance without any time at all. 

Nobody remembered to clock him, a lapse conditioned 
possibly by the fact that the day Hassen swam the channel 
the water was unusually populated by other people doing 
the same thing. 

At mid-channel, just for inst&nce, Sgt. Hassen passed 
another Egyptian going the other way. 

* * * 
The record single-day traffic in the channel— 

due to be shattered this year—is, to date, Aug. 30, 

1927, when four women and two men were in the 

water simultaneously. None of them, incidentally, 

got across.

THIS YEAR, ON OR ABOUT Aug. 22, 20 men and women 
are scheduled to ‘fall in together from the French shore in a 
contest sponsored by the London Daily Mail. The entrants 
include nearly a dozen Americans and such others as 17-year- 
old Margaret Feather of England, who weighs 200 pounds; 
Jenny Kammersgaard of Denmark, who recently swam 62 
miles one way and 62 the other in training for the channel; 
and Antonio Abertondo of Argentina, whose training swims 
included one of 178 miles. 

Also scheduled to try is a family of eight from Fall 
River, Mass., known as the swimming Mergers. 

Then there is Russell (Bubber) Tongay Jr., who is being 
sponsored by the Miami, Fla., Elks and has trained by swim- 
ming 22 miles down the Mississippi river in five hours flat. 
Bubber is four years old. 


* * * 

OTHER ASPIRANTS include Miss Shirley May France 
of Somerset, Mass., who spent 57 days last summer preparing 
to swim the channel and then didn’t go all the way; and 
Monsieur Fernand De Moulin of Belgium, who spent two 
hours training on champagne, Norwegian sardines and 
caviar, and did. / 


De Moulin was violently sick all the way across. His 
trainer had rubbed grease in his eves by mistake and during 
the pre-swim celebration on the French beach he had missed 
a favoring tide. It took him 22 hours. 

At that, he was better off than H. F. Sullivan, who in 1923 
became the first American officially to swim the chanrel. 
Sullivan took 27 hours and 25 minutes, swimming apparently 
py way of Copenhagen.

This is the longest time on record and efforts 

to set new fecords frequently have taken the form 

of the bizarre. Thus E. H. Temme, a London clerk, 

swam the channel both ways. A man from Niagara 

Falis, N.Y., walked over the channel on water skis 

with pontoon arm-struts in 1933. He strode ashore 

radiant and flushed with success only to discover a 

Bulgarian had done the same thing in 1930.

On 
the lot—and not making any 
movies either—was Deanna Dur- 
bin. Just before the contracts of 
both girls were about to expire in 
1936 they were ordered to make 
a short called “Every Sunday 
Afternoon.” Metro *executives 
looked this little horror over, let 
Deanna go but took up Judy’s 
option.

HE climb to stardom was on. 
Trisse there was “Pigskin Pa- 

rade.” Then came “Broadway 
Melody of 1938," which established 
Judy as a top juvenile, and final- 
ly “The Wizard of Oz.” By 1940 
she had an “Oscar” to her credit 
and was making $600 a week. 
Sophie Tucker announced that 
Garland girl would become Amer- 
ica’s “next red-hot mamma.” Judy 
had become an idol. 

Success itself did not go to her 
head. For instance, she liked 
“Babes in Arms” best of all her 
early pictures simply because 
there were more kids in the cast 
“vou could act silly with.” But 
there were troubles, too. And 
they were not the kind of troubles 
that beset a normal teen-ager. 

When Judy was about 14 years 
old and had the kind of voracious 
appetite a growing youngster 
with a super-abundance of energy 
will develop, her studio placed 
her in front of a mirror next to 
a dummy of a fat woman. 

“Now look at yourself,” the 
bosses said, “do you want to look 
like that dummy or do you want 
to be a star?”

T was a cruel version of magic- 

mirror - on - the-wall-who-is-the- 

fairest-one-of-all, but Judy was 
ambitious and she was smart. 
Also, she didn’t have much 
choice. M-G-M Boss Mayer, who 
always took a fatherly interest in 
his trusting protege, ordered the 
studio commissary that Judy was 
to get chicken soup no matter 
what she might order. 

At 16 she was seriously worried 
about her waistline and her hair. 
Her figure was bulging and her 
hair was falling out. She hadn't 
had a haircut in eight years, she 
told breathless reporters, and 
there was a real danger that she 
might have to wear a wig. Some- 
how that crisis passed, but the 
battle of the bulge didn’t. For 
years Judy went on diets and off 
diets. Always her 
stage fright before every lilting 
scene got worse. She began tak- 
ing sleeping pills regularly. 

The perilous leap from juvenile 
to more mature roles was success- 
fully completed about the time 
the country was getting ready for 
World War II. Judy kept dazzling 
the customers in such shows as 
“For Me and My Gal,” “The Har- 
vey Girls,” “The Pirate,” “Easter 
Parade,” and “Words and Musi.” 
In 1941 she eloped to Las Vegas 
with composer David Rose. The

pair just couldn't make a go of 
things and were divorced in June 
1945. People who claim to have 
an eye for such things assert that 
her decline in health and spirit 
date back to the broken marriage. 
At any rate, they say, Judy be- 
came a somber girl. She smiled 
only for the cameras. 

The same year she shed her 
first husband Judy took on her 
second and present spouse, Vin- 
cente Minelli, who directed her in 
“Meet Me in St. Louis” ‘and “The 
Clock.” A daughter, Liza May, 
was born to the couple in 1946 
and has already made her screen 
debut in a minor way. Since her 
birth Judy and her husband sep- 
arated several times but always 
got together again. 

Whatever Judy did for a while 
seemed to turn out wrong. In her 
early pictures she appeared pudgy 
and tongues wagged that she had 
better reduce or face the road to 
oblivion. Judy dieted. She dieted 
so hard that when she made “Eas- 
ter Parade” the tongues wagged 
that her face looked oh so hag- 
gard and worn. She was still on 
the thin side for “Words and Mu- 
sic.” But when she was recalled 
six months after that picture was 
completed to make some extra 
scenes for it (“We want more 
Garland,” the preview crowds de- 
manded) she had put on 17 pounds 
and had to be confined into her 
costumes like a medieval knight 
into armor.

AST year trouble gripped Judy 
L hard. She was reported nervous 

and “difficult.” Slated for the 
starring part in “The Barkleys of 
Broadway” opposite Fred Astaire, 
she was first delighted but bowed 
out at the last minute. Ginger 
Rogers got the part. Then she 
started on “Annie Get Your 
Gun.” Some $1,250,000 was spent 
shooting the picture when Judy 
began ducking out on rehearsals, 
coming in late and not showing 
up at all. The studio suspended 
her. Judy was heart-broken and 
admitted being a “bad girl.” 
Betty Hutton got the lead in 
“Annie” and it was a smash hit. 

Throughout this period word 
reached Judy’s troubled fans that 
their favorite no longer was the 
picture of carefree youth. Be- 
fore she goes into a new picture, 
it was whispered, she stays in 
bed and can neither eat nor sleep 
despite the sleeping pills that had 
become her constant companion. 
Her closets reputedly were bulg- 
ing with clothes she never wore. 
Her wrist watch was supposed to 
be covered by a golden flap be- 
cause she didn’t want to be re- 
minded of the time of day. On 
the rare occasions when she Car- 
ried cash, it was bruited, she 
invariably lost it. Crowds fright- 
ened her mortally. 


For the last two years Judy 
has been under medical care. Aft- 
er kicking up her heels during 
“Annie Get Your Gun” she was 
confined to a Boston Hospital, re- 
leased and reportedly happy as a 
lark, only to be cast in “Summer 
Stock,” a picture tha@ got filmed 
only after numerous delays. Louis 
B. Mayer then told Judy to take 
a year off. But when June 
Allyson had to renounce the lead 
to “Royal Wedding” to have a 
baby Judy was called to replace 
her. She agreed to do the pic- 
ture but again failed to appear 
for rehearsal and again was sus- 
pended, The throat-slashing in- 
cident followed.

UDY’S woes are compounded by 
J the hard-to-grasp fact that she is 
down, so to speak, to her last 200 
pairs of nylon hose. That may 
be difficult to reconcile with earn- 
ings that ran over $2000 a week 
since the early ‘40s and totaled 
$300,342 for 1948, but when her 
$5000-a-week salary stopped after 
her latest suspensions, Carleton 
Alsop, July’s manager, said: 

“Judy is broke. In Mary Pick- 
ford’s day you wound up owning 
United Artists. But in Judy Gar- 
land’s day, with all the taxes, you 
wind up with nothing despite a 
big salary.” 

Despondency and downfall are 
nothing new among Hollywood 
beauties. There was Carole Lan- 
dis, the sweater girl who com- 
mitted suicide two years ago by 
gulping a fatal dose of sleeping 
pills. Lupe Velez, the “Mexican 
Spitfire,” died the same way when 
she was about to become an un- 
married mother. Frances Farmer 
lost her fight with alcohol, benze- 
drine and love and wound up in 
an insane asylum. 

Blond Jean Wallace, Franchot 
Tone’s ex-wife, was less success- 
ful when she tried to commit sui- 
cide last year by plunging a 
butcher knife in her stomach. 
Madge Meredith, a sultry “comer” 
in screenland, wound up in jail 
in the kidnap-beating of her for- 
mer manager. And Olive Borden, 
the flapper queen of the twenties, 
died penniless and alone in a 
“skid row” mission. 

Will Judy’s career @nd in trag- 
edy, too? Her friends don’t think 
so. Neither do the smart men in 
the hard-as-rocks entertainment 
business, for she was still recup- 
erating from her last escapade 
when she was offered a generous 
television contract. So let her 
fans take heart. Perhaps the Gar- 
land story will yet end like one of 
her technicolor spectacles — with 
Judy surrounded by her pals, and, 
grinning from ear to ear, march- 
ing down the stage into that 
bright tomorrow which, according 
to Hollywood tradition, always 
beckons just around the corner,

A Pleasant Float 
Along Jacks Fork

ACH year as June progresses, the urge to take a real 

fF fishing trip grows stronger and stronger.. Finally it 

reaches the point where evenings spent at the pond or 

along Saline creek with ithe fly rod no longer suffice. When 

this time arrives we pack 

the camp gear and fishing 

tackle and depart for an 

Ozark river; and thus it 

came about that last week 

we spent three days float- 

ing Jacks Fork and the 

beautiful Current. Actually 

the trip wasn’t as casual as 

this. We had planned it 

months ahead with our 

friends Harry and Millie 

Owens of Chicago who have, 

for many years, spent their 

vacations in the mountain 

country of southern Mis- 

souri. They drove in to 

Possum Trot on Thursday 

afternoon and soon we were 

packing the cars with the 

amazing pile of gear which 

even a short trip seems to 

entail. Four o’clock found 

us heading south for Emi- 

nence, the little town nestled away in the hills of Shannon 

county which has long been headquarters for float trips in 
the eastern Ozarks.

The dozen or so miles from Powder Mill to Emi- 
nence is one of the most beautiful bits of highway in 
Missouri, although the time to see it at its best is at 
sunrise on a summer morning. Yet we enjoyed the 
long vistas across the haze-covering evening hills and 
the picturesque farmsteads nestled along Shawnee and 
Rocky creeks and came into Eminence at 6:30. At the 
Riverside Hotel we found Garland Winterbottom and 
Albert Russell of the Ozark Boating Co. waiting to 
assure us that everything was ready for an early start 
next morning. We'd push off from their landing at 
Eminence for the eight-mile run down Jacks Fork to 
the Junction, then float the 40 miles on Current river 
to Van Buren. And we were detighted to find that 
Garland, who’d been under the weather for some 
weeks, had decided to go along with us. Last minute 
tackle needs were filled out at Frys Store; a pair of 
canvas shoes for wading, extra spinners and hooks, a 
new fishing knife. We went to supper at the hotel 
restaurant, one of the best in the whole Ozark coun- 
try, then visited with friends along the street until 
early bedtime. 


* * * 


WE WERE UP AND OUT EARLY on Friday morning. 
At 7 o'clock we were unloading duffle from our cars on the 
banks of Jacks Fork just below the Eminence bridge. Here 
were our two fishing boats and big commissary boat to carry 
the camping equipment and supplies. Outfitting these trips is 
quite a science and nothing is left out which makes for the 
comfort and safety of the fishermen. Each fishing boat is pad- 
dled by an experienced guide, generally a man raised on the 
Ozark rivers, who knows just about all there is to know about 
their twists and turns and rushing currents. The boats are 
especially designed. for running downstream; are of ample 
beam, square at both ends but canted upward so that they can 
be swung to right or left with a powerful thrust of the paddle. 
The pointed-bow rowboat would be an incongruous craft and 
highly unsafe on these swift streams. The guide sits on the 
stern deck, while his fishermen are placed in two chairs amid- 
ships and in the bow. The boat contains a livebox and plenty 
of space for tackle boxes and light gear. 


* * * 


THE COMMISSARY BOAT IS A larger version of the 
fishing boats and can carry a tremendous load. A heavily in- 
sulated ice box amidships holds 200 pounds of ice. Next to it 
are two smaller boxes containing food and cooking equipment. 
Tents, cots, bedrolls and duffel bags make up the rest of the 
load which must often run to more than a ton. 


The man running the commissary boat must not only be 
a skilled riverman, but is generally the camp cook as well. He 
pushes along downstream and finds a shady spot for the noon- 
ing. Here he pulls ashore, sets up a cot with a top on it for 
a table and gets his supplies ready for lunch. After the fisher- 
men have eaten and headed downstream again, he breaks 
camp and follows along. During the afternoon he will pass 
the fishing boats, headed for that night's camping spot. When 
he arrives, he pitches the tents, unloads duffel, sets up the 
cots, gets in firewood and plans the supper menu. Once the 
other boats have come in, the rest of the evening chores are 
shared equally by the guides who make short work of them. 
With plenty of ice, setting an appetizing table is not nearly as 
much of a problem as in the days when we had to depend en- 
tirely on canned foods; our menu on this trip included fried 
chicken, excellent steak, fresh vegetables and salad, not to 
mention griddle cakes for breakfast and fish whenever we 
wanted them. 


* * * 


Our guides were Charley Hunt and young Owen 
Frazier; while Garland’s boy, Dick, who stands six fect 
and four inches, ran the commissary boat. Charley 
was raised on Current river and, being himself an 
enthusiastic fly fisherman, does a wonderful job of 
keeping his boat in just the right position to enable 
his passengers to make every possible cast. Garland 
rode the front end of the commissary boat, fishing 
when the spirit moved him; and this was often enough 
to make him high man for the trip with a 454-pound 
jack salmon or wall-cyed pike. This he took while 
trolling a deep-running plug through one of the big 
bluff holes which are the natural habitat of the wall- 
eye. Ginnie and I are both fly fishermen and, because 
the water was still running flush from early June 
rains, we didn’t score quite as well as though it had 
been clear. Yet we took enough bass, goggle-eye and 
perch te furnish two ample | meals for our party of 
eight and to bring home a dozen of the biggest to put 
down in the deep freeze. 


« * * 


THE TRUTH IS THAT CATCHING FISH is the least 
important aspect of such a trip; and I think this is a very good 
thing. It is one of the paradoxes of modern civilization that 
as strain and tension grow, the need for outdoor recreation 
to capture something of the peace and solitude of the wilder- 
ness also increases. Yet the more of us who seek the solitude, 
the smaller the share of this valuable commodity there is left 
for each of us. Train, automobile and finally the airplane 
exploit the last bit of wild country. Many of the most diffi- 
cult problems we face today have their roots in our lack of 
understanding of the functioning of the land and the living 
things upon it. When we gain this understanding we have 
gained a treasure which we will not thereafter lightly throw 
away. The beauty and intricacy of nature—of her plants and 
animals, her streams and mountains and forests—in the under- 
standing and appreciation of these lies the real future of 
outdoor recreation for the people of America.

Sure, they 
gave me the piano Instead—~ 
what a terrible disappoint- 
ment, a real piano instead of 
a toy train.

Manager Jim Davidson 
traces her tours across Amer- 
ica On a map, where her sym- 
bol is a purple pin—she signs 
all her wires to him that way, 
“Your Purple Pin.”

In the newspaper clippings 
in the library, the first men- 
tien of Margaret Truman we 
could find, reparted her part 
in the christening of the bat- 
tleship Missouri, paragraph 16 
in the story, Jan. 30, 1944— 
the daughter of the Senator 
from Missouri cracked a bottle 
of champagne on her bow in 
the New York Navy Yard in 
Brooklyn. Margaret remem- 
bers the scene better than 
either a poet or a reporter: 


“Yes, it was a cold, raw, 


rainy day—solid overcast—un- 
til by a brief miracle, the sun 
broke through for an instant, 
glinting on the grey steel, as 
the Missouri split the water 
and floated out into the river. 
The ceremony ended, the sun 
ducked back into the clouds 
again. 

“I know her backwards and 
forwards—she’s 887 feet long 
—biggest battleship in the 
world. I’m told she’s just a 
little bigger than her sister 
ship, the Iowa, though they 
both displace 45,000 tons.” 


Professional reporters at the 
launching commented on Miss 
Truman’s lack of skill with the 
champagne bottle. We won- 
dered if practice had brought 
perfection yet: 

“I don’t think I was really 
so bad the first time—of 
course, champagne did -go all 
over everything. I was sup- 
posed to hit the ship’s plate

with the bottle, beautifully en- 
cased in silver and ‘covered 
with wire mesh. Adm. Kimmel

And just as 
we bobbed up again, for some 
unknown reason, the rope was 
pulled up and the bottle dan- 
gled over us, dripping cham- 
pagne down over our hats and 
clothes. I turned my face up 
to the sky and a few drops 
landed on my lips—my very 
first taste of champagne!”

HE next year she was very 

much in the headlines. 

Around twilight, April 12, 
1945, a young student in George 
Washington University, a girl 
named Margaret Truman, was 
getting ready to dress up for a 
party: 

“Mother and I were getting 
dressed, waiting for Dad to 
come home—it was late after- 
noon, but the sun was still 
shining through the windows. 
Suddenly, the phone rang—it 
was Dad—I answered: ‘Hey, 
Dad, hurry home and dress! 
You'll make us late to the 
party.’ 

7 ‘Yes, I know, Margaret, let 
me speak to your mother.’ 

“And that was all he said 
to me. After he spoke to 
Mother for a moment, she hung 
up. . and then she turned 
and told me President 
Roosevelt was dead. 


“We went over to the White 
House for the swearing-in. For 
more than two hours, there 
hadn't been any President, but 
at 7:09, yes, I remember the 
minute in the Cabinet 
room with all the members 
present, 1 watched and lis- 
tened while Dad took the oath 
of office. It took a little more

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Panic and Confusion Follewing the South Amboy 
Explosion Points Up Dire Need of Organized 
Disaster Plan in Event of Bombing or Industrial Disaster -

NEW YORK, July 1. 
T 7:25 in the evening of the 
third Friday of last May, 
most of the residents of the 
town of South Amboy, N.J., were 
in their homes. A dreary, 
drizzling rain had brought an 
early dusk. It was no night to 
be out on the town. While 
mothers washed the supper dishes 
or packed their kids off to bed, 
their men read the newspaper or 
listened to the radio er watched 
the television set. The port of 
South Amboy was enjoying a 
quiet evening at home. 
. At 7:26 South Amboy “blew 
up.” Some 467 tons of high ex- 
plosives went off in a single blast. 
The earth shook like an old man 
with the ague. Almost every 
window glass in the entire town 
was blown to bits. Plaster fell 
from the ceilings. Doors were 
blown off their hinges or jammed 
so tightly in place they could not 
be opened. Lights went out and 
the drizzling rain turned to a 
shower of mud, rocks, bits of 
metal, wooden splinters, glass 
and greasy, oily soot. Over the 
waterfront, a huge gray-white 
cloud mushroomed into fhe air 
like a newsreel shot of Bikini. 
Panic seized South Amboy.

ONVINCED they were under 
Ss atomic bomb attack, the 
9500 citizens of South Amboy 
fave an awesome preview on the 
night of May 19 of what may hap- 
pen anywhere in the United 
States should an A-bomb fall on 
an American city. The confusion 
that followed in the wake of the 
great explosion at South Amboy 
was, of course, short lived be- 
cause officials were soon able to 
reassure the townspeople. But 
for a while chaos was complete. 
Mothers and fathers, carrying 
babies in their arms and dragging 
their older children by the hand, 
ran south away from the water- 
front. People battered helplessly 
against wedged doors and then 
dived ‘out the windows of their 
homes. One man surprised in 
the bathtub at the time of the 


explosion ran into the street 
naked. Families piled into auto- 
mobiles and in the mad race to 
leave the town traffic was like a 
snarled ball of twine. Hundreds 
bleeding with glass cuts and more 
serious injuries swamped _ the 
town’s only hospital. Still others 
just sat quiet and unbelieving in 
their wrecked homes or stood 
dazed in the streets watching the 
smoke billow up from the water- 
front. 

“It wasn't that the people of 
South Amboy didn't do their best,

it was that they didn’t know what 
to dé,” says Dr. Frederick R. 
Hanson, consultant in psychiatry 
to the United States surgeon gen- 
eral. “What happened at South 
Amboy proves conclusively that 
each community, starting right 
now, must have a disaster control 
plan, not only for use in case of 
an atomic bomb attack, but for 
use in industrial @isasters. And 
remember, one _Aatomic bomb 
dropped on an American city will 
make those 467 tons of explo- 
sives that went off at South Am- 
boy seem no more than the pop 
of a firecracker and make Pearl 
Harbor seem like nothing more 
than a barroom brawl.” 
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RDERED to South Amboy to 
() stuas the crowd reaction to 
the ammunition explosion and 
fear of atomic bombs, Dr. Han- 
son, who during the war was 
chief consultant in psychiatry to 
the surgeon general for the North 
African and Mediterranean cam- 
paigns, has just completed a pre- 
liminary report of his findings. 
Even in the restrained lan- 
guage of official records, Dr. 
Hanson’s report gives a graphic 
picture of how the people of 
South Amboy behaved in disas- 
ter and in the belief that an 
A-bomb had fallen in their midst. 
“The initial confusion period 
lasted for approximately two and 
one-half hours,” the report reads. 
“Almost all ‘people came out of 
their houses immediately follow- 
ing the explosion and gathered 
in groups with their neighbors.

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containing injured seeking treat- 
ment, others going to see if rela- 
tives were all right. In addition, 
there were fire department and 
first aid squad vehicles appar- 
ently moving aimlessly through 
the town. 

“Many rumors developed very 
quickly .after the explosion. 
Among these were the rumors of 
an atom bomb; that there was an- 
other explosion impending; that 
there might be poison gas from 
the: damaged chemical works. 
These rumors appeared to be 
spontaneous in origin and devel- 
oped simultaneously in many 
places. 

“The traffic confusion in town 
and on the roads approaching the 
town was marked. It was cre- 
ated by many people leaving 
town and by sight-seers and of- 
ficial vehicles coming into town. 
There was no vehicle standby and 
control parking to which official 
vehicles coming into town could 
be sent. It required several 
hours before state police could 
control this situation.” 

In his office at First Army 
Headquarters on Governor's 
Island, Dr. Hanson talked of the 
need for a central authority to 
direct the activities of a town or 
community in case of A-bomb at- 
tack or industrial disaster. 

“It is no reflection on any in- 
dividual or on any group of peo- 
ple as a whole to say that they 
are like children in times of 
emergency,” he said. “Just as a 
child turns to its papa in time 
of trouble, just so people want to 
turn to an ‘official papa’ in time 
of disaster.”

fire, police and medical facili- 
ties from surrounding communi- 
ties. It is absolutely necessary 
that such an integrated control 
system be established prior to 
disaster if the initial stage of con- 
fusion is to be avoided.” 

The toll of dead and injured at 
South Amboy was miraculously 
low, but from Dr. Hanson's re- 
port other communities can gauge 
their need for co-ordinating med- 
ical problems. 

“Each community throughout 
the State of New Jersey has its 
own first aid squads and ve- 
hicles, he points out. “At South 
Amboy the squads were well- 
trained and behaved in an effi- 
cient and capable manner, but

HAOTIC as was the scene at 
Cine hospital in South Amboy 

on the night of the explosion, 
the situation, says Dr. Hanson, 
might have been even worse had 
not most of the town’s physicians 
been following their regular prac- 
tice of keeping evening office 
hours in their homes. But even 
though many of the injured 
sought their own doctors, the 25- 
bed South Amboy hospital was 
swamped. 

“About 150 to 200 of the in- 
jured went to the hospital in 
their own vehicles,” the report 
says. “There was a tremendous 
amount of confusion within and 
without the hospital from the in- 
jured and their - accompanying 
relatives, and it was several hours 
before any semblance of order 
could be re-established. Records 
kept were extremely scanty when 
they existed at all. Within a few 
minutes after the explosion, phy- 
sicians from nearby communities 
arrived at the hospital to assist 
in treatment of the injured but 
there was no organized plan for 
this treatment. No disaster plan 
existed in the hospital prior to 
the explosion. Supplies of all 
types were entirely adequate al- 
though they might not have: been 
had not a truckload of supplies 
arrived as a voluntary gift from 
the Johnson & Johnson Company. 
Tetanus shots were not given at 
the time. The injured were asked 
to return the following day for 
these inoculations. Of the 150- 
200 patients seen, five were ad-

N the case of the South Amboy 
| explosion some semblance of 

order was restored to the town 
within a matter of a few hours 
but as Dr. Hanson points out, “the 
panic possibilities in the case of 
an atomic explosion cannot even 
be estimated.” He invites the 
supposition that in the case of 
an atomic attack one-half or 
three-quarters of the population 
of a city might decide, in the ab- 
sence of being educated to a dis- 
aster plan, to leave town. He says 
the reaction might be unending. 
Few would be left to take care 
of fires, broken gas mains and 
dangling live wires. Accidents 
would take a terrific toll of lives 
in the absence of a traffic control 
plan. There would be delayed re- 
actions such as epidemics and the 
dislocation of food supplies. 

Dr. Hanson shudders when he 
thinks of the tremendous job and 
the millions of details involved 
in setting up an over-all disaster 
plan against atomic attack, but 
he says the United States has all 
the factors for it. What we must 
do is organize them. 

In any emergency, the young 
psychiatrist who likens the psy- 
chiatric problems encountered in 
a time of disaster to those en- 
countered in combat, says that the 
first two or three hours mark 
the real danger point in a catas- 
trophe. 

“Assume for instance that an 
American city has just been sub- 
jected to an atom bomb attack,” 
he invites, “If the people know 
that there is a central authority 
to direct their movements, they 
will stand by for orders, instead 
of rushing pell mell for what they 
imagine to be safety and might 
well be a more dangerous area 
with radioactive material around.”

ECENTLY Dr. Norvin C. Kie- 

fer, director of the Health 

Resources Division of the Of- 
fice of Civilian Mobilization, em- 
phasized our lack of prepared- 
ness in the field of medicine were 
we to try to cope with a disaster 
like Hiroshima. Dr. Marcus D. 
Kogel, New York Hospital Com- 
missioner, called for Government 
leadership in stock-piling medical 
supplies at a New York meeting 
of surgeons and physicians called 
to discuss the threat of atomic at- 
tack. And others have repeated- 
ly warned that without a well 
worked out disaster plan, we are 
going to be caught totally unpre- 
pared in case an A-bomb lands in 
our midst. 

The 467 tons of explosives that 
blew up South Amboy miracu- 
lously killed only 31 people. Ru- 
mors of an A-bomb turned out to 
be a false alarm. The next time 
an explosion occurs rumor may 
turn to reality. The explosion may 
be the real thing.

the principle, you cash in on your 
investment. This has happened 
again and again in fabric, furni- 
ture, typographic, architectural 
and illustration design. The wise 
commissioned or commercial art- 
ist keeps his eye on developments 
in contemporary art.” 

Robison’s own extra-curricular 
activities exemplify a spanning of 
the apparent chasm between the 
two fields.

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Household Gadgets 
Annual Mildew Battle 


EVERAL new items have appeared in local stores re- 
cently to help the housewife wage her annual battle with | 
mildew. There are devices designed to approach specific | 


angles of the problem, which may be especially acute this 
season because of the alternately damp and hot weather. 


For relatively small areas, measuring up to approximately | 
five feet by five feet, there is a small electric dehumidifier | 
which reduces the moisture content of the air and destroys | 


the spores which produce mold and mildew. It requires no 
chemicals or attention. Simply hang on the wall and plug 
into a convenient electrical outlet. While several may be used 


for larger areas, the individual unit is ideal for clothes closets, | 


linen closets, or under beds. Valuable volumes might be saved 
from damage by regular use of the dehumidifier in the 
bookcase. It is very compact, measuring only nine and one- 
half inches in length, and is neat in appearance. 


* * * 


For larger areas, many households depend upon 
the use ef calcium chloride to absorb the moisture 
from damp basements, laundries or workshops. This 
inexpensive chemical attracts and absorbs moisture, 
and is itself dissolved in the process. Just how to 
arrange it so that large quantities of the chemical are 
exposed and so that the liquid formed may be 
eollected presents a problem. A new dehumidifying 
unit offers a simple solution. The device consists of a 
metal frame which holds a pouch made of plastic 
mesh. The calcium chieride is poured inte the mesh 
container, which is suspended directly above a large 
plastic bag that holds the liquid formed in the 
dehumidifying process. The lower bag has a lip at 
ene end te facilitate emptying. Incidentally, it is 
smart te save this liquid and use te settle dust on 
paths, kill grass growing between cracks in the side- 
walk, or melt ice next winter.

A THIRD APPROACH to the mildew and mold problem 
is by means of a liquid compound, which also helps destroy 
musty odors. The liquid is either sprayed on so that it 
impregnates fibers of materials, or wiped on with a cloth. 
It not only protects garments, but can also be used on 
shoes, luggage, awnings, rubber goods and upholstered furni- 
ture. Sportsmen and boat owners may find it useful for 
mildew-proofing canvas, cordage and woodwork.

Murphy’s Home 
Line Blue Grass 
Country Estate 


By ELEANOR B. McCLURE 

Without question, Mr. and Mrs. 
B. F. Murphy, who live near Des- 
loges, Mo., deserve the degree of 
Master Gardner, with all attend- 


ant rights and privileges. This 
writer saw their garden for the 
first time in April, when it was 
gay with early bulbs and flower- 
ing trees. Revisited last week, in 
the “off season,” it was still a 
dream of loveliness. 

Even more remarkable than 
profuse display of bloom through- 
out the season is the fact that 
this beautiful garden is just two 
and a half years old. For more 
than *20 years the Murphys had 
lived at Federal Park, close to 
Flat River. There they had plant- 
ed and developed the grounds so 
that it became a show place of 
the region. 

After buying their present home, 
they moved literally thousands of 
plants to the new garden. Bulbs 
lifted in late summer were fol-

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Transplant from Kentucky. 

The Murphy home, in its six- 
acre setting of lawns and gardens, 
looks like a charming transplant 
from the Kentucky blue grass re- 
gion. The stately gateway is of 
brick, and white-painted fences 
are bordered with shrubs and 
flower beds. The house, which is 
of southern colonial architecture, 
has a trim planting of evergreens 
and English ivy. 

Forming a delightful vista at 
the rear of the house is “Box- 
wood Court,” a formal garden de- 
signed by Miss Edith Murch, St. 
Louis landscape architect. The 
‘pattern of this garden was deter- 
mined by existing trees—a group- 
ing of exceptionally handsome 
hard maples.

Mrs. Murphy has many seed- 
ling day lilies, and about 100 
kinds of named varieties, includ- 
ing some of the new reddish ones 
like Royal Ruby, Purple Mist and 
Persian Princess. She likes to use 
lavender and grayed tones in pe- 
rennial borders with lavender, 
blue, and pink flowers. Strong 
orange-colored “hems” go in the 
the “yellow” borders that high- 
light many of the _ shrubbery 
beds. 

They Stayed Longer. 

There is a choice coilection of 
irises in the Murphy garden, too, 
starting with early reticulata, and 
continuing through a long sea- 
son with many specijes of beard- 
ed, beardless and bulbous types. 
The big show in June was an 
eye-stopping display of Japanese 
irises—a long bed with hundreds 
of these exotic blooms in pure 
white and shades of pale blue, 
lilac and deep purple. They 
bloomed for more than three 
weeks this year. “The weather 
was cool,” Mrs. Murphy said, “so 
those dancing gals stayed longer 
than they usually do.” 

Murphy, who is the soil spe- 
cialist in this gardening team, ex- 
plains that the miffy Japanese iris 
prefers an acid soil. “We dug in 
cottonseed meal and rotted hard- 
wood sawdust to start with,” he 
said, “and then added aluminum 
sulphate to make the soil acid. In 
the spring we mulch these irises 
with horse manure. The plants 
like a lot of water when they 
form buds, and come into bloom.” 

Soll in the Murphy garden is 
fine Hagerstown loam. Neverthe- 
less, both vegetable garden and 
flower beds are enriched with 
liberal quantities of organic mat- 
ter—mostly compost.

Fund, Ultimate Goal $25,000,000 


Union Working on Principle ‘in Time of 
Peace Prepare for War’—Recent Chrysler 
Walkout Expense Cited.

DETROIT, July 1 — The CIO 
United Auto Workers Union, sub- 
scribing to the adage “in time of 
peace prépare for war,” is en- 
deavoring to raise an unprece- 
dented strike fund of $10,000,000, 


with an ultimate goal of $25,000,- | 
000, the Post-Dispatch learned | 


today. 

This move, under way at a time 
when the union is apparently 
headed for an era of industrial 
peace with major automobile 


manufacturers, is backed by Wal- | 


ter P. Reuther, president of the 
union which now claims 1,200,000 
members, and other top adminis- 
trative officers. It was acceler- 
ated because of the recent costly 
Chrysler strike and subsequent 
difficulties in gaining acceptance 
of the union’s pension proposals 
at some supplier and “feeder” 
plants embraced in the far-flung 
automotive industry. 


Creation of a huge reserve fund 
is designed primarily to put the 
UAW in a financial position to 
fight wealthy corporations on bet- 
ter terms. Necessity of accepting 
strike contributions from other 
unions, which might find it dif- 
ficult to make them in a time of 
general stress, would be dimin- 
ished. Attainment of economic 
self-sufficiency for the first time 
in its 14-year history would also 
enhance the union's individual 
position in consideration of pro- 
posals of national labor unity be- 
tween the CIO and the AFL, now 
in the tentative stage.

HE private plane of Arthur Godfrey, radio

is reputed to be one of the most luxu- 
rious aircraft in the sky. A DCS3 that had 
flown almost 1,000,000 miles in regular air- 
line service, it was torn down, overhauled, 
rebuilt and converted into a flying lounge 
by a St. Louis firm. Valued at $125,000 in 
its new form, the plane was delivered re- 
cently to Godfrey in New York. 

The plane’s 31-foot-long cabin, air-con- 
ditioned, carpeted and decorated in shades 
of brown and green, accommodates 14 pas 
sengers in comfortable, richly upholstered 
divans and easy chairs. For travelers’ enter- 
tainment are a radio for receiving stand- 
ard broadcasts, a television receiver with 
16-inch screen built into the forward bulk- 
head, and a card table that folds into the 
wall when not in use. There also is a walnut 
desk with a push-button controlled sliding 
top for working while traveling. 

Occupying the rear of the fluorescent- 
illuminated cabin are a wardrobe lined with

N YARDS of St. Louis County folk who own riding horses may 
be seen, from time to time, a curious sight—a station wagon 
with a big black smokestack. It is the rolling smithy of 

George Wesley, a horseshoer who has teamed up with his big- 
gest competitor, the internal combustion engine. 

Wesley took up on-the-premises horseshoeing as a result of 
having one job after another cut out from under him by a half- 
century's influx of motor-driven transportation. For 27 years, 
Wesley shod the draught horses of a couple of St. Louis ice and 
fuel companies. Trucks crowded him out, and he worked unhap- 
a for 10 years at other jobs. He finally resumed his trade 
with a dairy that still used wagons for home deliveries, but in 
a short time a fleet of trucks again made him a displaced 
horseshoer. 

But Wesley had seen it coming. In spare time, he had been 
drumming up business with private stables, the one field where 
the horse seems to be here to stay. Now, at 63, Wesley is doing 
better than ever. His large and sinewy hands are available on 
appointment, his anvil rings from morn till night, and if he can’t 
work under a spreading chestnut tree he will settle for an 


maple. 

It's a long way between horses, but by taking his forge, 
anvil and blank shoes along in his station wagon, and by sched- 
uling his calls so as to keep them as close together as possible, 
Wesley takes care of up to five or six animals a day.

To make the sauce, 
Rowan mixes tomato juice, paste, condiments, 
chopped vegetables, hot peppers and brown 
sugar in a large pot or kettle. Mixture is brought 
to a boil, then allowed to simmer for one hour or 
until thick. Sauce must be stirred while it is 
simmering to prevent scorching. 

While sauce simmers, loin pork chops are 
cut and placed on the grill over a slow charcoal 


fire three feet below. When chops have browned 
on both sides they are basted with the sauce. 
Turning and basting are repeated at intervalé 
for four to five hours until chops are golden brown 
and fat is crisp. 

INGREDIENTS: For sauce—one-half gallon 
tomato catsup or ‘two quarts tomato juice and 
four cans tomato paste, one-half gallon cider vine- 
gar, one pound brown sugar, two buttons garlic, 
crushed; one-half pint jar hot peppers, four large 
onions, three carrots, four ribs celery and one 
green pepper, all cut fine; one bottle each 
Worcestershire and A-] sauce, two tablespoons 
salt, One teaspoon black pepper, six lemons cut 
in quarters, and one box pickling spice. These 
amounts will make about three-fourths of a gallon 
of the barbecue sauce.

LACES, like music, fit moods and occasions. 
The Goat Rocks region of the Cascade 
Mountains of Washington has the strangest 
and strongest hold on me, come August “dog 
days.” 

One goes in by trail about 20 miles. There 
are no roads. This is primitive area. The first 
stretch of the journey is through forests of 
ancient tamarack—200 feet high.

Stevens, like millions of other Amer- 
icans, will have a Fourth of July picnic 
excursion. 

Theirs will start differently from most, 
though. When the cloth is spread on the grass, 
the cushions laid in place, and the lunch set 
out, they'll all band together as a family, and 
with a great deal of ceremony Dad Stevens will 
open a bottle of pickles! There'll be jokes and a 
little laughter and then the Stevenses will get 
down to eating. 

Well, what’s important about that? 

Nothing, of course, except to the Stevenses. 
To them, that annual Fourth of July ritual 
with the pickle bottle is something they re- 
member with satisfaction for the rest of the 
year. It’sa family rallying-point, around which 
they've embroidered countless family anec- 
dotes and to which they look forward every 
year. Dad and the pickle bottle .. . Silly, but it 
makes them all feel closer together! 

Come to think of it, we have a little “menu 
ritual” in our own home — one my wife has 
carried over from her own family. Once a week, 
she and I and our 4%-year-old son (our 18- 
month-old daughter is too young yet!) sit 
down and outline our menus for the week. 

Load off the homemaker? Well, yes. But this 
little household ceremony has other values. 
Since it gives all of us a chance to share in 
one important aspect of family life, it’s made 
us’ feel closer together. When we plan our 
menus we share all sorts of joint plans and 
confidences. 


The Saturday Night Egg 


HERE'S ANOTHER ONE I know of—a “Saturday 

Night Egg ceremony!” It began when one 
family was hard hit by the depression of the 
‘30s, and the daughter, then in high school, got 
a summer job to help out. 

The first Saturday she worked, she and her 
father got home together at 10 p.m. The 
daughter fried some eggs and made some cof- 
fee. The mother came in to join them, and 
together they planned for the future. 

The girl has long since married and has her 
own home-but every week she and her hus- 
band join her parents for the Saturday Night 
Egg Party, and the intimate family chat that 
goes with it. 

Do you have a ritual — some simple act or 
ceremony held daily, weekly or even just once 
a year—in which the whole family shares? 

Fast-paced modern living, according to 
many viewers-with-alarm, dooms family liv- 
ing. With interests and activities more often 
centered outside the home than inside, some

of them say, the days are gone when family 
life can be full of customs and traditions. 

But a recent pioneering study shows these 
péssimists are wrong. The facts are different. 

The study was made by two distinguished 
sociologists, Dr. James H. S. Bossard and Dr. 
Eleanor S. Boll, of the William T. Carter Foun- 
dation at the University of Pennsylvania. 

They obtained 400 case records from stu- 
dents and from people in many different walks 
of life and financial circumstances. 

If American family life is dead, their study 
shows, then its corpse is strangely active. For 
contrary to some expectations, widely varied 
and widespread rituals were found to play an 
important role in the way we live. 

Take the case of the interesting “Saturday 
Afternoon Gift” ritual shared by a Philadel- 
phia family. 

Every Saturday, investigators found, the 
father arrives home with a huge parcel. 
Mother and the two children wait in the den. 
In the parcel are invariably a pound of moth- 
er’s favorite candy and two half-pound boxes 


for the children. Other contents vary from’ 


week to week but usually include fruits, cook- 
ies, nuts and dates. Everybody happily samples 
everything. And when.the party is over, the 
two children get their weekly allowance and 
scamper off. It all means nothing to a stranger 
—but to this family it’s a happy interlude. 
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Rituals are often simple as can be. For in- 
stance, in one family studied, there's a nightly 
gathering of the clan to drink grape juice be- 
fore retiring. As the investigators emphasize: 
“The evening drink and the grape juice are 
wholly incidental and trivial. What is signifi- 
cant -is that the family gathers nightly, en- 
gages in a common experience, relaxes to- 
gether, and exchanges comments.” 

It was notable, Drs. Bossard and Boll found, 
that some people who cooperated in the study 
spoke of their rituals with a kind of playful 
apology. Others adopted a _ self - conscious 
grumbling pose. Yet, in almost all cases, no 
matter what the ritual was, between the lines 
there could be detected a great deal of private 
satisfaction. 


Family Size Doesn't Matter 


NVESTIGATORS ALSO FOUND that the larger the 

family, the more rituals. There are excep- 

tions, however, and even one-child families 
have been found to be rich in them. 

Overall, too, rituals seem to be increasing— 
probably because more leisure is available than 
ever before. 

From their study—a preliminary report of it 
appeared recently in “American Sociological 
Review” and a full-length book report is ex- 
pected to be published soon—Drs. Bossard and 
Boll go a step further to the significant con-

N SIMSBURY, Conn. (pop. 5,- 

000), the local light Opera 
Company was in the midst of 
dress rehearsal. The place was 
Eno Hall, the town auditorium. 
The show was Gilbert & Sulli- 
van's The Mikado. The “gentle- 
men of Japan” (a group of 
storekeepers, farmers, even a 
forester) were lustily bellow- 
ing the chorus. 

Suddenly Simsbury’s fire 
siren wailed above the music. 
There was a commotion on 
stage, and a gap appeared in 
the chorus line. One of the 
“gentlemen,” pigtail, robe and 
all, went bounding away from 
the footlights. 

Other Simsbury townsfclk 
were astonished, moments 
later, to see a robed and pig- 
tailed volunteer fireman cling- 


ing to the red truck as it roared 
down Main Street. 

In prosperous Simsbury, as 
in thousands of other small 
U. S. towns this summer, such 
things will rarely disturb the 
intense dramatic efforts of 
amateur dramatic clubs. 
(There are 210,000 such clubs 
in the U.S.!). At Simsbury, the 
singing went on, the fire in 
someone's barn was put. out, 
and the gentleman tenor, now 
in a firehat instead of a pig- 
tail, came back to finish the 
rehearsal.

George Seidler, Jr., Purple 
Heart veteran, and a young bio- 
chemist and teacher at the Uni- 
versity of California, Berkeley, 
Calif., has built an air-condi- 
tioned crib for his 11-week-old 
son Andy with these results: 

Although blankets are not used, ‘ 
the child never has a cold. ‘ 

He came home from the hospi- 
tal with a rash all over his body. 
That night the week-old infant 
slept seven hours and the rash 
disappeared completely. 

He stopped waking up at night 
after two weeks, now sleeps from 
8 to 10 hours nightly. , 

He raised his head and shoul- 
ders off the mattress in 12 days. 
Many babies do not do this for 16 ( 
to 28 weeks. : 

After 14 days he started turn- 
ing, in seven weeks he sat alone. 
Many babies begin to sit between P 
the 28th and 40th weeks.

If the 
room temperature goes above 90 
degrees, the fan will start and 
ventilate the crib. 

A small transmitter is built in 
the crib compartment. It has a 
“mike” at the top of the crib, and 
sounds can be picked up as far as 
100 feet away on any radio.

During the night, the Seidlers 
keep a radio on in their bedroom 
in order to hear any sounds—even 
hiccoughs—from Andy’s crib. 

“The purpose of the crib is two- 
fold,” said Seidler. “It provides a 
comfortable environment in 
which the baby has great freedom 
of action, and it cuts down the 
mother’s work.” 

The Seidlers’ baby doctor 
thinks the crib is a wonderful 
idea, but asks one question: “How 
long will Andy stay in it?” 

The father says he will take his 
son out when he tires of the crib, 
which is the size of a six-year-old 
child’s bed. 

How about claustrophobia? 

“Andy actually has more room 
to roam than the average baby,’ 
Seidler points out. 

Seidler hopes eventually to get 
his super crib on the market, be- 
cause—as he puts it: : 

“I'd like to see it do for other 
kids what it’s done for Andy.*>

Even the loudest-mouthed, thick- 
est - skinned “professional” Texan 
worries at times he may get the un- 
deserved reputation of being a brag- 
gart. But before he can step on the 
soft pedal, something makes him 
marvel at his modesty and restraint. 

Something like S.M.U. scaring the 
pants off the national championship 
1949 Notre Dame football team last 
December before 75,000 in the Cot- 
ton Bowl at Dallas. 

Southern Methodist had won only 
two, lost three and tied a game in 
the Southwest Conference. Its in- 
jured All-America back, Doak 
Walker, and its injured first string

A few Texans (now disowned) 
gave away their tickets, smashed 
their radios, took to the storm 
cellars.

head coach, and his boys showed 
up, and in the second half befuddled 
the Notre-Damers_with a spread 
formation. 

But the Irish won, 27 to 20, get- 
ting their full share of the breaks. 

Texans liked it when Coach Leahy 
ran on the field and shook hands 
with Kyle Rote, S.M.U. tailback. 
Their big kick, however, came from 
a yarn that is already Texas folk 
lore: 

Notre Dame’s 260- pound Leon 
Hart, player of the year, was be- 
deviled by Johnny Champion, S.M.U.

Champion blocked Hart by hitting 
him at his shoe laces. Champion’s 
team-mates swear the giant Hart 
repeatedly warned Champion:

Texans love that story; it typifies 
the career of many Texans, who 
“come up the hard way,’ and had to 
do a little clawing and HOLDING 
themselves to win against super- 
human odds. 

What is a Texan? 

Being a Texan is a state of mind, 
a mood, a dream, perhaps, as some 
out-of-staters have suggested, a 
hallucination.

Texans Kid Themselves 


A= DOESN'T have to be born in 
Texas. Nowhere are newcomers 
more eagerly welcomed, and made 
to feel at home. The 1950 census will 
reflect a mass migration to Texas. 

About the only qualification of a 
Texan is devout belief in the TEXAS 
STORY: — 

That Texans are a breed, set 
apart, hardy, always ready for a 
fight or a frolic, coming from a state 
peculiarly blessed by God! 

Texans are so sold on the TEXAS 
STORY they can afford to kid them- 
selves. A current yarn: 

A fellow moved from Arkansas to 
West Texas. In due time, he wrote 
his pappy back home: “This ain't a 
bad country. All it needs is more 
water, and a little better class of 
people.” 

His pappy wrote back: “That’s all 
HELL needs, son.”’ 

The TEXAS STORY in World War 
II provoked countless fist fights, for 
the 750,000 Texans in Uncle Sam's 
armed services did not believe in 
hiding their lights under a bushel. 
And the more than one million men 
from other states who trained in 
Texas were indoctrinated in the 
TEXAS STORY by the old men, 
women and cirildren who had to 
Stay at home. Texas children now 
are taught: 

“Never ask a man where he’s from. 
If he’s from Texas, he will tell you. 
If he isn't, don’t embarrass him.” 


its Hopes for the Future 


age In a colorful, bloody history, 
and confidence the Lone Star 
state is destined to be the most pop- 
ulous, and most prosperous in the 
Union, as it is the largest, are part of 
the Texas Story. 

The Texan is an optimist because 
of ‘the infinite variety of riches 
pouring from Texas soil. (In Sep- 
tember, 1948, Gen. Robert E. Wood, 
chairman of the board, Sears, Roe- 
buck & Co., wrote: “Within a 200- 
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mile radius of Houston more wealth 
is taken from the soil than from any 
equivalent area on earth.’’) 

Texas was a thriving Republic 
when it joined the U.S.A. on just 
about its own terms, including the 
concession it might divide itself into 
as many as five states. 

That division has never been seri- 
ously considered, because, in the 
words of J. Frank Dobie, famed 
Texas author and folklorist, “Which 
of the five states would get the 
Alamo?” (In 1836, in the fight for 
Texas Independence, 187 Texans 
died to the man in defending the 
Alamo, a small fort in San Antonio, 
against. 3,000 Mexicans. “Thermo- 
pylae had its messenger of defeat; 
the Alamo had none.’’) 

In Texas, April 21, San Jacinto 
Day is as widely celebrated as July 4. 
It was at San Jacinto, about 25 miles 
from Houston, that General Sam 
Houston whipped Santa Anna, self- 
Styled “Napoleon of the West,” to 
win Texas Independence. 

Marking the site of Houston’s 
triumph is the San Jacinto monu- 
ment, 570 feet, 4 inches tall, and the 
tallest stone monument in the world. 
There, each San Jacinto Day, gather 
the Sons and Daughters of the Re- 
public of Texas to honor the Texas 
heroes. To join, one must show he or 
she had a direct ancestor who played 
a part in creating the Republic of 
Texas. 

Despite the oil riches, and boom- 
ing cities, Texans stay close to she 
soil. 


Big Talk, Big Ranches 


HE AMBITION of every Texan is to 
own a big ranch, and a few thou- 
sand head of thoroughbred cattle. 


In other states, a man may speak 


of his ranch, and be talking about a 
five-acre chicken farm. In Texas, a 
man won't mention his ranch, un- 
less he has at least 50,000 acres. 
Texas’ largest, the King Ranch, in 
South Texas, boasts more than a 
million acres. 

The fastest growing organization 
in Houston is the Farm and Ranch

club, with well over two thousand 
members, including many of the 
city’s top professional men. Once a 
month, the Farm and Ranch club- 
bers journey to a farm or ranch 
within a 100 mile radius. 

They study how contour plowing 
has prevented soil erosion; or they 
inspect improved cattle-dipping fa- 
cilities. The most fun comes at noon 
when they’eat huge helpings of bar- 
becued beef, pork spareribs, and 
fried catfish, washing it all down 
with scalding hot coffee. 

The newest oil multi-millionaire, 
who has just made a killing in 
Scurry county, is called by his first 
name, just like any other Tom, Dick 
or Harry. 

Far-sighted Texans are preaching 
soil conservation and crop diversifi- 
cation. One Texas bank spends $75,- 
000 annually to spread the gospel of 
soil conservation. ; 

The 72-county area of East Texas 
a few years ago lived on strictly a 
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REAL ESTATE sign may draw visitors’ 
smiles, but Texans know message is true. 
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Lone Star beauties: their charm is more than a legend, Texas 


cotton economy. That beautiful area 
is now much more prosperous with 
cash from sweet potatoes, soy beans, 
roses, tomatoes, peanuts, black-eyed 
peas, beef cattle, dairy products, as 
well as cotton. 

Parimutuel betting is against the 
law in Texas, but that doesn’t stop 
horse racing. 

The quarter horse, a breed very 
fast over a short distance, makes an 
ideal cow pony.

At a recent quarter horse meeting 
in Eagle Pass, on the Mexican bor- 
der, there were two matched races 
for $20,000 a race. 

Culturally, Texas is just a bustin’ 
out all over. Houston, Dallas, and 
San Antonio boast competent sym- 
phony orchestras. The Metropolitan 
Opera performs in Houston, Dallas, 
and San Antonio. 

The Little Theater is having a 
great vogue in the larger cities. The 
best known ballet corps play before 
jampacked houses.
